_ The number of Los Angeles men 
who have gone to the the trenches 
abroad, is estimated at between 700 
and $00. Definite figures are not 
valable except at local consular of- 
fices, where, acting upon instructions 
from their respective governments, 
Hames and statistics are withheid 
“for reasons of policy.” It is a mooted 
question whether these men have not 
forfeited their citizenship by taking 
the oath of allegiance to a foreign 
fag. and for that reason, also, local 
consular officials are loath to div ulge 
anv names.

Among the well-known former 
residents of Los Angeles who have 
been mentioned in press accounts, 
perhaps Color Sergeant George Le

Mr. Hull was elected president of 
the chamber and that body did effeo 
tive work in getting settlers for the 
valley, including some of the most 
prominent people of Southern Cali- 
fornia. In 1910 there was located 
what is now known as Victor Valley, 
including the towns of Helen, Oro 
Grande, Victorville and Hesperia, 
with less than 300 people. Today 
Victorville has about 700 inhabitants, 
Oro Grande, 200, and Hesperia, 150. 
The surrounding country in the val- 
ley has 2500 desert entrymen and 
homesteaders living on their claims. 


ville has increased from 7700 a 
month in 1910 to $10,000 a month at 
the present time, The postoffice there 
issues an average of 3500 money or- 
ders a month. A large cement plant 
has been constructed within the last 
vear, employing about 200 men, and 
twelve stone quarries in the vicinity 
employ 350 men.

HE STATE HIGHWAY BOND ISSUF. 

Life in the open is enjoyed nowhere 
in the world more than in California, the 
land of fruit, flowers and sunshine, of the 
bungalow, the automobile and good 
During the last six years the State has ex- 
pended $18,000,000 in bond money on State 
highways. These roads are a series of 
main arteries uniting the northern and 
southern sections of the State, with laterals 
that connect tke valleys and the mountains 
with the coast. But $18,000,000 was not 
sufficient to build the whole of these very 


necessary arteries in a State of such mag- 


nificent distances as California. The first 
bond issue was the beginning; it was suf- 
ficient fora number of main lines, but before 
the benefit from these can be secured other 
connecting links must be constructed. 

For this construction a second bond is- 
sue has been deemed necessary. On the 
ballot to be voted in the November election 
is a proposed ratification of a second issue 
of $15,000,000 in State bonds to compléte 
the good-roads system of which the be- 
ginning has been so auspicious. By build- 
ing the roads the State is developing its 


natural resources just as a railroad devel-- 


ops a new territory through which it passes. 
The automobile has brought back the ro- 
mance of country travel, and motor trac- 
tion has proved a powerful incentive to the 
development of tens of thousands of broad 
and fertile California acres. | 

One of the problems of the twentieth 
century is that of transportation: whatever 
tends to cheapen and accelerate the dis- 
tribution of agricultural products checks 
that ever-increasing menace to modern civ- 
flization, the high cost of living. Figures 
compiled by government experts show that 
the cost of transporting a bushel of wheat 
by wagon for twelve miles over the ordi- 
nary country roads is as great as carrying 
it across the ocean from New York or Que- 
bec to Liverpool. Many people living in 
cities get the idea that the question of 
good roads affects farmers and the owners 
of automobiles only. Nothing is farther 
from the truth. The cost of transporting 
that wheat to the market must be paid, and 
paid by the consumer. The cost of feeding 
our increasing urban populations is already 
a serious one. Whoever assists the farmer 
to reduce the cost of marketing his prod- 
ucts reduces the monthly bills of his own 
household. Good roads mean cheaper food- 
stuffs to the urban populations of Califor- 
nia. It would not be difficult to demon- 
strate by actual figures that the whole of 
that $15,000,000 will be saved to the urban 
populations of California in the next fifteen 
years through the cheaper retail price of 
foodstuffs occasioned by opening up new 
territory and cheaper transportation. 

A single link of the State highways al- 
ready builded will return to Los Angeles 
county in increased taxes the whole of the 
share of our county for the highways be- 
fore the bonds themselves are more than 
half due. The distance over the old high- 
way from Bakersfield to Los Angeles was 
170 miles. The new State highway short- 
ens that distance to 124 miles, and by pav- 
ing the highway and reducing grades en- 
ables the same unit of power to transport 
more than twice the former load. From 
an economic standpoint the distance short- 
ened is worth at least a million dollars a 
mile to the population of the two great 
communities that are thus brought forty- 
six mileg closer together. 

Reck ‘from a strictly financial stand- 
point the construction of the new highways 
will mean a marked lessening of taxes to 
the counties affected. As those laterals 
open new acreage to intensive cultivation 
they increase the assessable value of that 
acreage. Citizens of Los Angeles know 
how suburban property leafs in value when 
it is pierced by a street car line. Los An- 
geles city and county owe much of their 
wonderful development during the last 
twenty years to their splendid systems of 
traction lines. State highways perform a 
similar service for country property. State 
tax experts assert that the assessed value 
of California acreage property has already 
been increased at least $10,000,000 by rea- 
son of the State highways now completed. 
That is just the beginning. 3 

California needs these additional State 
highways. They will pay for themselves 
through the merease in the value of the 
land of the communities through which 
they. pass; they will pay for themselves a 
second time in the reduced cost of food- 
stuffs due to cheaper transportation, and a 
third time through the increased tourist 
travel by rendering more accessible the 
scenic beauties of this the greatest of all 
nature’s wonderlands. Vote for the good- 
roads bonds. 


N= MALARIA BREEDERS. 
Extended rice cultivation in lowland 
districts of Northern and Centra) California 
has been blamed by the experts of the 
State Board of Health for the startling 
spread of malaria through these districts 
during the last two years. The stagnant 
waters of the rice fields form ideal breeding 
places for the malaria mosquito. During 
the last ten years the malaria area had 
been reduced materially through draining 
swamp lands and spraying the breeding 
places with crude oil; but rice cultivation 
has brought back the stagnant pools, ma- 
laria mosquitoes flourish in ever-increasing 
numbers and malaria is attacking districts 
that were heretofore considered immune. 
Vociferous protests have been made to 
the State and county health authorities Dy 
residents of these districts not engaged in 
rice culture, and demands have been made 
that rice flelds be declared a nuisance in 
districts where the malaria mosquito 
breeds. Dr. W. A. Sawyer, secretary of the 
State Board of Health, says that the expert 
parasitologists of the board are working 
overtime to discover some solution with 
which the rice fields may be sprayed that 
will destroy the breeding places of the mos- 
quitoes without injuring the growing crops. 
He says the experimentation covers the ma- 
laria districts of China and Japan, where 
this problem has been an issue for cen- 
turies: but he admits that no satisfactory 
solution has yet been discovered. 


It has only been within the last thirty 


years that the cause of the spread of ma- 
jlaria has been traced definitely to what is 
known as the malaria mosquito. Medical 
scientists assert that “malaria is caused by 
a miscroscopic parasite in the blood, into 
which it is introduced by the bites of cer- 
tain species of mosquito.” But the scien- 
tists agree that the parasites do not origi- 
nate with the mosquito, which simply 
carries them from one person to another. 
How serious the malady may become is

ravages of malaria, in the Italian cam- 
paign that caused the downfall of ancient 
Rome. Italian health records of the last 
thirty years show that with the drainage of 
the swamp lands and the suppression of 
the mosquito the malaria is rapidly disap- 
pearing. The medica] scientists assert that 
there was no malaria in California prior to 
the inrush of the gold hunters in the days 
of 49, although the mosquitoes had been 
here for ages before. 
gaining the upper hand through the de- 
struction of the mosquito. until the exten- 
sive cultivation of rice was begun. There 
is no disputing the fact that malaria has 
become epidemic this year in the rice dis- 
tricts and that it has spread to the towns 
and cities of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin valleys. Sacramento is reported 
to be suffering from a plague of mosquitoes, 
carried southward from the rice fields by 
the north winds of September. 


Southern California is favored by benef- 
icent gods who have made the whole ter- 
ritory from Kern county to the Mexican 
border immune from malaria. The sait 
marshes of our lowlands contain none of 
the food on which the malaria. mosquito 
thrives, and for some reason which the 
medical scientists cannot themselves ex- 
plain the disease is not communicable here 
by persons who have been infected else- 
where. Medical science can no more dis- 
cover why malaria is not communicable in 
certain districts than it can reveal the 
cause of cancer; it remains a mysterious 
providence by which these communities 
are favored. But in the rice districts of 
the central and northern valleys the spread 
of malaria is one of the most serious prob- 
lems that has confronted the health au- 
thorities since the establishment of the 
State Board of Health. Mosquito districts 
have been created in some sections, under 
an act passed by the last Legislature; but 
these districts are not empowered by law to 
stop the cultivation of rice in order to aid 
in the extermination of the malaria mos- 


quito. 


RECORD OF BLUNDERS. : 

What we have needed and stil] need in 
dealing with Mexico is an intelligent, well- 
conceived and consistent policy, adminis- 
tered by a firm hand.

During the fiscal year 1914, Mexico se- 
cured from us $750,000 of gunpowder, 8488, 
000 worth of firearms, and $69,000 worth of 
other explosives. During the fiscal year 
1915 the Mexicans were supplied with 
$3,000,000 worth of American cartridges, 
2,400,000 pounds of dynamite, 36,000 pounds 
of gunpowder, $1,280,000 worth of firearms, 
and $116,250 worth of other explosives. On 
April 11, at a time when the Mexican situa- 
tion was most acute, 332,000 rounds of am- 
munition left Laredo, Tex., consigned to 
Carranza, and on April 14 a dispatch from 
Douglas, Ariz., stated: 

“The State Department has issued a per- 
mit to the de facto government of Mexico 
to pass 1,000,000 rounds of small-arm ammu-

nition across the line to Agua Prieta during 
the next few days. The ammunition is now 
en route to the border.” 

It may be surmised that the Americans 
who were murdered at Santa Ysabel, Colum- 
bus and the other border raids as well as 
those who were killed in Sonora and Chi- 
huahua were killed by bullets made in the 
United States shot out of guns manufac- 
tured in the United States.

Cleveland sends the information that 
already W. G. Lee, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, has issued a 
bulletin to the members of his organization 
in which he says: 

“It is urgently requested that the posi- 
tion taken by President Wilson and both 
branches of Congress be not forgotten and 
that all members .use every honorable 
means to retain in office, regardless of par- 
tisan beliefs, those who have proved their 
loyalty to the cause of labor.” . 

And it is announced that shortly similar 
bulletins will be issued by President Stone 
of the locomotive engineers, President Gar- 
retson of the conductors, and President 
Carter of the firemen. ; 

Also it is reported that the Rallroad 
Trainman, official organ of the trainmen's 
brotherhood, is to be made a Democratic 
campaign organ, that the next issue will 
contain an editorial article attacking the 
Republicans’ Presidential candidate and 
urging support of the Democratic Presi- 
dential and Congressional tickets.

Child Law Contains Joker. 

{Minneapolis Journal:] Serious question 
has been raised by members of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee whether 
the child labor bill enacted through the ef- 
forts of President Wilson may not be 
evaded in many instances because of a pro- 
vision in the form of a thirty day clause. 

The bill provides that no products shall 
enter into interstate commerce from any 
manufacturing establishment in 
“within thirty days prior to the removal of 
such products therefrom children under 14 
years of age have been employed.” : 

It is pointed out that manufacturers may 
easily evade the law by storing the products 
manufactured by child labor until thirty 
days have elapsed. Canning establishments, 
for example, which operate only a few 
months, could, it is believed, evade the law 
by holding the product for thirty days be- 
fore filling orders. 

The child labor bill is one of the measures 
that President Wilson urged in the hope of 
attracting progressive votes.

LANDWIRTSCHAFTSRAT 
FOR UNITED STATES. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES. 
BY DAVID LUBIN,

ics; Author of “Let There Be 
Light.” 

HE problem of all problems for 
the United States at present is 
the one of distribution of farm 

roducts — equitable distribution, 
ych as will give the producer a just 
and equitable return for his capital 
and labor, while it reduces material- 
ly the cost to the consumer. A mode 


of distribution is feasible which will 
do away with the cause basic to the 


high cost of living that obtains at 


present, and will tend not merely to 
promote the economic welfare of the 


American people but also to strength- 


en effectively the polittcal life of th 
nation. 


A system of distribution present- | 


ing all these essentials exists in 
Germany. There is no reason why it 
should not operate quite as well in 
the United States. During the past 
seven or eight years, in my capacity 
as delegate to the International In- 
stitute of Agriculture at Rome, I have 
sent to the State Department at 
Washington a large number of com- 
munications on the subject and have 
advocated for the United States the 
adaptation and adoption of the Ger- 
man system. Many of the communi- 
cations have been referred, from 
time to time, to the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

It was towards the close of the 
Taft administration that notice of 
the subject was taken. Measures 
were introduced in Congress for the 
fostering of distribution. The result 
was the formation, under the De- 
partment: of Agriculture, of the 
Bureau of Markets and Rural Or- 
ganization. The bureau was de- 
signed to serve in the United States 
the purpose served in Germany by 
the Landwirtschaftsrat. But does it 
serve that purpose? Let us see what 
the Landwirtschaftsrat actually is: 
Through charter by the German 
government, the \ystem has its 
Chambers of Agriculture in every 
township of the empire. Every town- 
ship chamber elects its delegates to 
the county chamber. Every county 
chamber elects its delegates to the 
State chamber. Every State chamber 
elects its representatives in the na- 
tional organization, known as the 
Landwirtschaftsrat. An idea of the 
influence and power of all these co- 
ordinated bodies may be conveyed by 
citation of the fact that the national 
body has the authority both of 
initiative and referendum as applied 
to the introduction and conduct of 
all measures in the Reichstag which 
touch upon agriculture directly or in- 
directly. Beginning with the local 
organization, the members elect their 
executive committee, which empioys 
the secretaries, stenographers and 
agents for carrying out their work, 
and the plan carries throughout the 
higher chambers. The work of dis- 
tributing practically all the agricul- 
tural products of the empire is per- 
formed by the organization as a 
plain business undertaking. It can 
be safely said that nowhere else in 
the world is distribution of farm 
products carried on more rationally, 
directly or profitably. . 

No bureau such as ours of mar- 
kets and rural organization can 
serve the purposes achieved by an 
organization like Germany's Land- 
wirtschaftsrat. If it could, it would 
not be good. It would be contrary 
to the genius of government to 
have any such service performed 
by the government. The Landwirt- 
schaftsrat is primarily a distributing 
system; it has to do with the buy- 
ing and the selling of agricultural 
products. Governments, as such, do 
not buy or sell. Only once in the 
history of the world has it been 
done—-by Egypt’s Pharaoh, under 


the advice and direction of Joseph. 


There is no country in the world so 
paternal, not even Siam, Burmah or 
Afghanistan. | 

To show the folly of having a 
department of agriculture engage 
in the business of buying and selling 
agricultural products, we need only 
assume that the department open 
a bureau for the distribution, Duying 
and selling dry goods, hardware or 
crockery. The government may not 
meddle in the matter of distribution. 
Distribution of farm products can- 
not be done by government; it can- 
not be done officially. 

Since it cannot be done officially, 
are we to understand that it must 
be done unofficially? Again, no. 
It ean be done neither officially nor 
unofficially. But it can be done, as 
it must be done, semi-officially. Why 
it cannot be done officially is ap- 
parent. To attempt the task unoffi- 
cially would be to invite the up- 
springing of a number of kindred 
organizations. That would be as 
disastrous in the business of dis- 
tributing agricultural products as 
would be conflicting boards of trade 
and chambers of commerce that oper- 
ated in the same city.

Arthur Dorrington, once an em- 
ployee of Bullock’s, who enlisted 
about two years ago in one of the 
Canadian regiments after the local 
British Consul had refused to fur- 
nish him transportation to Engfand, 
has not been heard from since he 
was made sergeant in the Second 
Royal Irish Fusiliers. Mr. Dorring- 
ton is remembered at Bullock's as 
‘the man who went to Europe to 
pulf out the Kaiser's whiskers” be- 
cause of his oft repeated threat to 
enlist for that purpose. 

H. N. H. Woodcock of the Tatum 
Woodcock Manufacturing Company, 
who enlisted as a private in one of 
the Canadian regiments, has since 
been promoted to lieutenant and was 
in charge of one of the recruit com- 
panies in London at latest accounts. 

“Gen.” C. Rhys Price, a local mo- 
tion-picture actor, who periodically 
becomes a soldier of fortune in time 
of war, and who won his title of 
“general” in the Mexican revolution, 
is reported to have won the “cross 
of war with palms” for capturing a 
German color standard §single- 
handed. He has not been heard 
from for almost a year. At that 
time friends heard he was in Flan- 
ders. 

Dr. Ernest Arnold Kohischutter, 
formerly of the Mt. Wilson Observa- 
tory staff, who sailed from New 
York in the early months of the war 
on a Danish vessel, at last accounts 
was a British prisoner at Gibraltar. 

James H. McGregor, son of Mrs. 
James Herrick McGregor of No. 2117 
West Eighth street and a civil engi- 
neer by profession, enlisted as a pri- 
vate in a Canadian regiment and 
was later promoted. When killed 
several months ago he was captain of 
the Fifteenth Gordon Highlanders. 

Jack Imy, son of Harris Imy of 
No. 205 North Flower street, was re- 
ported killed in action last month. 
His brother, Alexander, was killed 
two months earlier. Both were young 
soldiers of fortune who responded to 
the lure of adventure when the war 
was in its early stages. They enlisted 
in different regiments now serving 
with the British forces along the 
Somme. 


SOME PAID PRICE. 

Among others who paid with their 
lives for the privilege of participat- 
ing in the greatest war the world 
has known are, Howard M. Splane 
and Edward L. Shaw. Mr. Splane 
died in action along the Somme 
about two weeks ago as major, com- 
manding the Thirty-first Battalion of 
the Sixth Brigade, Second Canadian 
Infantry. His widow and three chil- 
dren are now living at No. 6045 Carl- 
ton way, Hollywood. 

Mr. Shaw, who was well known in 
Whittier and who married Miss 
Gwendolyn Nettleship of that place 
shortly before he left for Europe, 
was killed last month valiantly fight- 
ing “somewhere in France“ as a 
lieutenant in the Royal Surrey regi- 
ment of the British army. 

Peter Bokay, brother of Dr. C. E. 
Bokay of No. 4510 Moneta avenue, 
who left here just before the war 
broke out, enlisted in the Hungarian 
Hussars and when he met his death 
at the hands of the Russians a few 
months ago was a lieutenant. Jacques 
Neyvatte, once a local newspaper- 
man and later an aviator for the 
Curtiss company. was reported killed 
while fighting a German aviator near 
Arras some time ago. 

Among the doctors and nurses 
who left Los Angeles to serve abroad 
and who have written occasionally 
to friends here telling of the horrors 
of war, perhaps none is more widely 
known than Miss Viva Dillon, vocal- 
ist, who was studying in Berlin when 
the war broke out. Miss Dillon, 
who lived at No. 2850 Leeward ave- 
nue, not only contributed liberally 
of her musical talent by singing at 
prison camps and in hospitals, but 
has done good work as a nurse, in 
addition to donating the greater part 
of her income to relief work.

It is a well- 
known fact that mistaken as- 
sumption that payment of 
taxes to the city or to the county 
discharged the other has delivered 
many, es ly eastern holders of 
Los Angeles property, into the tender 
mercies of the tax deed shark, either 
to pay enormous premiums, or lose 
the property. The city has expand- 
ed to a size and shape which ne- 
ceasitates the ultimate consolidation 
of city and county under one organ- 
ization, and the consolidation of 
these offices is a step toward that 
desired end.” 


DUPLICATION FOOLISH 

Councilwoman Lindsey sald: “My 
reasons for favoring the consolida- 
tion concern themselves chiefly with 
the convenience which it will afford 
to the public. I think the duplica- 
tion of public business is foolish, in- 
volving waste of energy that might 
better be given to other things. 
Moreover, the maintenance of these 
two departments, one doing city 
work and one doing county work, is 
extremely confusing to the average 
citizen and leads well-meaning peo- 
ple at times to overlook the pay- 
ment of the city or county taxes, un- 
der the impression that their obliga- 
tons were fully discharged when 
they paid the City Tax Collector or 
the County Tax Collector. Moreover, 
the visit of two sets of assessors to 
the homes is More or tess a nuisance 
to housekeepers. When there are so 
many places whtre money is needed 
to do work in the city and county 
that now goes undone, it seems fool- 
ish to du te the expense of this 
work. e would much better save 
this $80,000 a year and with it pay 
people to do work which we all need 
to have done. I do not feel that 
employees of the city or county will 
suffer from this consolidation since 
the saving will enable us to extend 
the public service in new directions.” 
2 SAVING, ALSO. 

Councilman Robert T. Brain said: 
“There is no doubt in my mind but 
that marked saving will be evident 
in the consolidation of these offices, 
but above all is the consideration of 
convenience to the property owners, 
who vigorously protest against the 
present arrangement which requires 
them to pay their taxes in two dif- 
ferent places, often on the same day 
and with considerable loss of time.“ 

John J. Hamilton, Supervisor: 
“There is no doubt whatever that an 
annual saving of at least $75,000 
can be made for the taxpayers of 
Los Angeles without any increase of 
the county rate.”

E. P. Bosbyshell said: “Every 
property owner, laboring man and 
capitalist should take a deep inter- 
est in the proposed consolidation 
amendment to the charter. In these 
times of such enormous taxes every- 
body snould be interested in reduc- 
ing them to the lowest ble mini- 
mum and the great saving that could 
be made by consolidating these of- 
fices certal ought to induce every 
o what he can to bring 
about such a measure.” 

J. & Conwell, City Councilman: 

Teaso consideration de- 
mands that the consolidation 
of the city and county assessment 
and tax collection offices be affected. 
It will save money, insure uniform- 
ity in assessment for city and coun- 
ty purposes, and, most important of 
all, will free taxpayers from the 
long-suffered nuisance of making 
duplicate statements, consulting du- 
plicate records and attending to du- 
Plicate tax bills. The consolidation 
of these offices, I believe, should be 
the first step in a consolidation of

Charies H. Toll, banker: “There is 
little use of shouting and clamoring 
for tax reform unless such glaring 
examples of dual expense as this 
double assessment and collection 
business are abated.

BUILDING ORDINANCE WILL BE 
DISSECTED TUESDAY. 


— 


Number of Recommendations 
Also to be Considered—Work 
Completed at Small Cost After 


A public hearing on the proposed 
new building code will be held in 
the Council chamber Tuesday after- 
noon. At the same time a number 
of recommendations made by the 
Bullding Ordinance Commission, 
but not included in the code, will be 
considered. No protests have been 
made against the code, but a num- 
ber of objections have been—urged 
against various recommendations 
and a full and free discussion is 


expected. Fifty per cent. of the 
ordinance has already been enacted 
into law and the desire is to get it 
all together by enacting the balance. 

It is expected the chief interest 
of the hearing will center on the 


recommendations which propose 
some important changes. The 
board of fire underwriters, con- 
tractors, builders, architecta and 


others have suggestions and criti- 
cisms to make, and an interesting 
session is promised. 

The Building Ordinance Commis- 
sion drew up the code after long 
and careful investigation and after 
holding sixty-five open meetings and 
more than that number of executive 
meetings. The total cost was only 
$72.89 as compared with a cost of 
$15,000 for a similar work in New 
York City.

THE HANDMAID OF TRUTH. 


A Passing Picture of the Higher Function of the Stage, in Connec- 
ton with the Present Dramatic 
Dramatic Projects of Particular Excelience. 


Revical—Two Local 


NW EVERY hand there now ex- 
ists most fortunate evidence 
that the spoken drama is to 

have a revival that will bring to the 

stage a glory it has never known be- 
fore. 

We will never advance as we 

should in this great art, however, un- 

til we are entirely frank in facing the 
question of whether the people went 
back on the stage, or whether the 

stage failed the people. 3 

Something happened all at once 
which brought the theater to an 
alarming state, and fora time it 
actually looked as if stage drama was 
to become a lost art. Nobody 
imagines that the people outgrew 
the stage in its potentialities yet no- 
body doubts that the public found 
modern offerings stale and unprofit- 
able, both in what was presented and 
in the way it was done, 

To put t in one sentence, I de- 
lieve that managers began to feel 80 
responsible to their investments that 
they lost all sight of the sober and 
priestly office of the stage. The 
great mistake of the stage has been 
that it did not keep ahead of the 
people. 

You will agree that when we were 
children life was a miracle at every 
turn. There is no joy in all the vista 
of maturity with its wide range of 
action and its rich harvést of expe- 
rience, comparable with the fra- 
grance of new-mown hay as it 
reached our childish nostrils, wind- 
blown from the sweet and sunlit 
fields of that bright long ago when 
they told us that dreams came true. 

e quickened with expectancy 
then at each marvel of near and 
naked Nature upon whose bosom 
we were nourished at wholesome 
first hand. The ripening of the 

June apples, the backward progress 

of the crayfish in the spring branch, 


the ducks upon the mill pond—any- are 


thing and everything held our at- 
tention with surprise and entertain- 
ment at every step of our delighted 


way. 

Then, on an unforgettable day, 
came our first circus, with its flare 
of soul-stirring trumpets and its 
shining parade.

“Annie Roe. Overcrowded home.

Especially in these days, thought 
1 as the commissioner paused, when 
a girl from the pestiferous slum can, 
by walking three blocks, reach Fifth 
avenue, with its stream of barbaric 
luxury—women in resplendent rai- 
ment, all-revealing, shrieking to be 
observed, shouting its fabulous cost;

“Slatterniy, ignorant. indifferent, 
heediess, degenerate mothers and 
brutal fathers are to day the great- 
est cause of prostitution. I can quote 
you a thousand cases traceable to 
parental neglect to every one. case 
from any other cause.” 

“Are these girls eager, as a rule 
to get out of their way of ite?“ 

“Not as a rule, I think,” replied 
Commissioner Woods. “Once they 
have entered it they seem to lose 
their sense of its viciousness. Per- 
haps they don't know anything else 
to do. Perhaps they are afraid to 
face life—to seek honest work. Per- 
haps they don’t care, after a while. 

“But it all comes from not being 
taught right in the first place. A 
girl is human. Life and light and 
joy she must have. If she can find 
none of it in her own wretched 
home she reaches out for it in the 
Streets, the dance halls. She gets it 
in any quality and quantity she can. 
For she has never been taught to 
earn it. She has never been taught 
ideals or values.” 

While the commissioner believes 
“the oldest profession in the world” 
cannot be stamped out in our 
time.” he declares he will never rest 
until its worst commercéalized 
phase, such as the one lately pre- 
sented to the public through the 
case of the little stenographer and 
her silk-shirted slave driver, no 
longer exist.

Education, he reiterates, is the 
only way to reduce it. But while 
education is slowly moving us to- 
ward better conditions, the police 
department and the District Attor- 
ney's office are hustling hard. 

“We are putting in jail as many as 
possible of those who profit by the 
vice traffic,” says Woods. 

“The laws make this work very 
difficult. For example, the testimany 
of a woman, wuncorroborated, is 
worthless. Corroboration is hard to 
get. And unless you get it the rules 
of evidence do not permit the wom- 
an's word to be used. But we must 
labor under these rules, since with- 
out them a frame-up would be 
simple matter. Any bad woman 
could get a man in her power. 

“Another thing that has helped us 
in late years to fight commercialized 
vice is the change in the public at- 
titude toward the subject. I mean 
that these vital, if disagreeable, sub- 
jects are talked of nowadays where 
they were hushed up before. You 
cannot get to the heart of any sub- 
ject by hushing it up or discussing 
it with bated breath. 

“So far as I know there was no 
concerted action against those who 
fattended on ‘white slavery’ until 
about nine years ago. When Gen. 
Bingham was police commissioner 
and I worked under him I made an 
exhaustive investigation and repo 
on this vice trade. | 

I tried to have it published in a 
popular magazine. They wouldn't 
touch it. Nowadays, however. it is 
a eommon subject for plays, novels 
and articles. I do not believe in the 
kind of publicity that simply pre- 
sents pictures of girls going wrong

But who would want to be a mother and sip this overflowing cup 
and then watch the laughing eyes grow dim, the loved form wax fraller 
and frailer like a candle wasted by the flame untill the little body lies 
like a carved image and the unhearing ears are deaf to the cry of her 
breaking heart? Who would want to be a mother and lay a baby on 
the gentle breast of Mother Earth and know that the long years will 
stretch like a never-ending road from the empty cradle to her own 
lonely grave? Who would want to be a mother and know that even 
when she is palsied with age she will still be grieving for the baby who 
died? To know that, though the garments molder into dust, her heart 
will never cease to yearn and her arms will always be empty? . 

“Not for the grave! 
of the women of the world. Every generation of women grows more 
and more unreconciled to motherhood. Every day millions of women 
pray that they will never be mothers. They resort to every lawful and 
unlawful means to evade it. The price is too high to have all the tor- 
turing pain end in the grave or to spend a lifetime regretting the mis- 
shapen body and soul, the diseased and perverted mind that is the ap- 
palling result of unwilling motherhood. 

Ignorance of motherhood is and always has been the chief crime 
of women, Every girl expects to marry and in the heart of every normal 
woman is the desire for children, and to deliberately refuse the honor of 
motherhood profanes the God-given instinct.

Los Angeles holds the honor of the first official action in training 
mothers. Michigan ranks second, for the widow of Senator Thomas W. 
Palmer has willed a fortune to establish a school to educate mothers. It 
is estimated that $1,000,000 has been devoted to this purpose by Mrs. 
Palmer, who specifically states in her will: “I hold profoundly the con- 
viction that the welfare of any community is divinely and inseparatedly 
dependent upon the qualities of its motherhood.” 

Life is a kaleidoscope of marvelous prisms, and all these opalescent 
colors belong to the child. Nothing in life can rob the memory of this 
rich inheritance belonging to a normal, healthy child. There is a ter- 
rible arraignment for a woman who hates her unborn babe and through 
the compelling power of her own thought becomes the mother of a dis- 
eased weakling, a degenerate and a moral pervert. Hitherto fear of pain 
has terrorized women, but when they learn that there are sane and nor- 


mal methods for minimizing suffering and risk to life motherhood will 
become the coveted crown of a woman's experience. 

Who wouldn't want to be a mother if she knew she would bring 
forth a radiant, physically, mentally and morally perfect babe? Who 
wouldn’t be a mother if her child had a strong, vigorous body, an active 
brain, an optimistic nature, a keen, discriminating conscience, a mind as 
pure sinless youth, a will that never swerves from right, and a blame- 
less soul having truth for its polar star? Ah! who wouldn't be a mother 
if she could be the founder of a strong and virile race?

SOME OF THE HARDSHIPS AND

Ever since my work for the mo- 
tion-picture screen has received a 
sufficient amount of favorable at- 
tention at the hands of critics and 
fans to place me in the limelight of 
publicity as a star my mail has been 
literally choked with letters from 
girla from all parts of the world. 
The writers, for the most part. 
range in age from 16 to 20 years 
and nearly all of them ask for ad- 
vice as to a motion-picture career. 
At first I used to reply to these ap- 
peals each night after a day’s work. 
It was not long, however, until the 
letters became so numerous that it 
was practically impossible for me to 
answer each one personally. 

Nearly all of these letters are 
from girls who are so obviously sin- 
cere and serious in their endeavors 
to decide whether they shall “go 
into the movies,“ which is the mod- 
ernized version of “going on the 
stage,” that I want to have them 
properly answered. 
now replies to most of the letters, 
for she knows just what my opinions 
are and just how I would personally 
answer almost any question, but 
whenever a new subject arises, or 
whenever a request for information 
is a bit out of the ordinary, the let- 
ter is brought to my attention and 
answered by me personally. 

There are many drawbacks and 
at the same time there are many 
compensations attached to my pro- 
fession. In one picture we used a 
lake in Los Angeles at a time when 
it was being drained. We knew of 
this event a week ahead and a 
comedy was prepared by Mack Sen- 
nett in which the lake was the lo-

principal situation. In the picture 
I went on a boat ride. While my 
escort was rowing his rival was at 
the mechanism that operates the 
outlet; opening the flood gates. The 
water lowered and finally we were 
left marooned in the mud.

It was awful. We were covered 
from head to foot and before we 
could drive back to the studio the 
mud had commenced to dry and 
harden. 

That night I sat at dinner with a 
friend from Denver, whom I had not 
seen in several years. An elaborate 
bath and the attentions of a maid 
had removed all traces of my strenu- 
ous afternoon. My friend remarked 
in the course of our conversation: 
“I suppose the hardships of motion- 
picture actresses are very much 
overestimated.” I agreed with her. 
I was too tired from my rescue 
from the lake to argue or explain. 
1 told her that it was an exceeding- 
ly monotonous life. Poor dear—I 
hope she will never have any per- 
sonal experience to disillusion her. 

I have had to dive and swim in 
rough ocean scenes. I have fought 
with bears, fallen out of a rapidly- 
moving automobile, jumped off a 
second-story roof into a flower bed 
and risked life, limb and peace of 
mind in innumerable other wars 
and all to make people laugh. Some 
nights after the finish of the day's 
work I have gone home and cried 
with ache in body and heart and at 
the very moment of my misery thou- 
sands of theater-goers were rocking 
in their seats with laughter at some 
of the scenes in which I had worked 
a few weeks before. 

But the heart-breaking scenes are 
not everyday occurrences. In many 
of the pictures the parts we play we 
love just as much as the audiences 
that see the finished product ex- 
hibited. There is the sweet and the 
bitter, much the same as in any 
other profession or business in which 
a girl makes her living.

It was a wise 
scheme of government that our 
fathers conceived, because it was 
Simple; it was a firm government, 
because it was planted in the rights 
and interests of all; it is destined 
to immortal perpetuity, because it is 
the perfection of human wisdom.” 


Among the California orators of 
the 60's were Judge Joseph B. Bald- 
win, Col. W. H. L. Barnes, Rev. M. 
C. Briggs, Rev. F. C. Ewer, Rev. W. 
E. Ifams, Milton 8. Latham, Samuel 
C. Parker, Rev. W. H. Platt, Edmund 
Randolph, W. H. Rhodes, Dr. J. C. 
Shorb, Rev. Horatio Stebbins, Frank 
Tilford, Edward Tompkins, J. H. 
Warnick and Joseph Winans. Any 
one of these gentlemen could hold 
an audience of delighted listeners for 
hours and their speeches and ser- 
mons and addresses were not only 
learned and instructive, but often 
amusing, often inspiring and always 
delightful. 


In the winter of 1870 and 1871 
I was engaged by the Boston Ly- 
ceum Bureau to lecture in New Eng- 
land, and at the rooms of the bu- 
reau there was almost a daily seance 
of lecturers. There I met Gough, 
and Chapin, and Beecher, and Wen- 
dell Phillipe—the greatest English 
speaking orator of his time. 

In his lecture on the “Lost Arts” 
Phillips said: “The past had knowl- 
edge. But it was the knowledge of 
the classes, not the masses. The 
beauty that was Greece and the 
grandeur that was Rome were exclu- 
sive, the possession of the few. The 
science of Egypt was amazing; but it 
meant privilege—the privilege of the 
King and the priest. It separated 
royalty and priesthood from the peo- 
Ple and was the engine of oppres- 
sion. Four thousand years passed 
before the people came into exist- 
ence. Today learriing no longer 
hides in the convent or slumbers in 
the palace. No! She comes out in- 
to every-day life and joins hands 
with the multitude. Our astronomy 
looks at but does not dwell in the 
stars. It serves navigation and 
helps us run boundaries. Our chem- 
istry is not the secret of the alchem- 
ist striving to change base metals in- 
to gold. It is Liebig with his hands 
full of blessings for every farmer 
and digging gold out of the earth 
with the miner’s pick. Our distinc- 
tion lies In the ÜUberty of intellect and 
the diffusion of knowledge. 


The newspapers have not super- 
ceded the orator. They have not 
lessened the charm of the spoken 
word. In a political campaign 
where all the available vocal power 
is called into action oratory is still 
a powerful and invigorating force. 
In the courtroom eloquence is as ef- 
fective as ever before a jury. In the 
pulpit, both church members and 
sinners flock to hear the Chrysostoms 
who have mouths of gold. 

And no auditor enjoys oratory so 
much as the orator himself. To be 
able to stand before a popular audi- 
ence and move them to cheers and 
tears and laughter is a joy which 
only those who have felt it can truly 
appreciate.

A few of the stunts which the automobile salesman in Los Angeles has to 
go through with in order to sell a machine.

AUTOMOBILE. 


OW to buy a motor car 
has frequently been the 
theme of articles designed 


H 


matze to help the man who wants to pur- 


chase an automobile, but has no 


president of the Paige-Detroit Motor 
Car Company. “In the main the ad- 
vice has been sound and the infor- 
mation given has been helpful. 
Recently. however, there has 
been some new tendencies developed 
in the industry which may have the 
effect of confusing the average buyer 
unless certain facts are made clear 
to him. 

“Just at present one of the most 
important trends, especially notice- 
able, involves the status of the stock 
car. Every automobile owner, every 
buyer of a motor car, present or 
prospective, should know what is 
really meant by a stock car, or 
what the salesman should mean 
when he talks of a stock model. 

“A stock car is what the manufac- 
turer makes to sell and the public 
buys to use for daily service. It is 
not a freak car or a stripped chassis; 
it has no specially made pistons or- 
cylinders or freak gear ratio; it is 
not ‘tuned’ up to do stunts. It is, or 
should be, the same motor car in 
every particular that any man can 
buy, that any man can drive, that 
any man can use any time, any- 
where, whether in city traffic, on 
sandy roads or on steep hills. 

“Now stock models, the cars you 
must buy because they are the only 
ones made for the market and the 
only cars that could give you service, 
telegraph poles or 
burn up the track ‘at a time-destroy- 
ing speed. To be sure, such cars can 
be made and sometimes are made 
for 100 miles an hour is easily pos- 
sible—but such a car is an impossi- 
bility as a merchandising proposi- 
tion for two reasons; because ninety- 
nine drivers out of a hundred would 
not dare use such speed and, there 
fore, don’t want it, and because if 
built to make that speed such cars 
would not be practical for daily serv- 
ice. To do 100 miles an hour a car 
must have a specially high gear 
ratio. This ratio could not be used 
in city driving. When Mr. Average 
Buyer is looking for a motor car 
he should be far more impressed by 
the fact that the car offered him can 
throttle down to less than two miles 
an hour than in the assertion that 
a car bearing the same name once 
broke all speed records. Moreover, 
he is vitally interested in gasoline 
and oll consumption and he should 
realize that when a car is built, or 
tuned, to do freak stunts it acquires 
a voracious appetite for fuel. 

“The fest way is to get a com- 
plete demonstration of the car you 
are thinking of buying. If you are

EMPLOYMENT TO BE GIVEN 
MEN oN THEIR RETURN. . 
— — 


Importance of the Road Itselt 
Would be Very Great and it 
Would Furnish Work for Thou- 
sands of Men—Idea is Approved 
Throughout Canada. ‘ 


Aware of the importance ef pro- 
viding employment after the war for 
the returning soldiers, the Dominion 
Military. Hospitals Commission, 
meeting in Toronto recently, adopted 
resolutions that ocate the bulld- 
ing of a national way by the 


killed laborers. Th Gs of sol- 
diers will return to with no 


great task of finding employment for 
them. 

The commission has this in view. 
and as Senator Longhead is presi- 
dent of the commission, at least a 
hearing seems to be assured the res- 
olution in Parliament. And if Par- 
Mament listens kindly to its meas- 
ures the Federal government will 
have solved another after-the-war 
problem, 

Not only is the high expected 
to give é@mployment to those who 
would otherwise be able to find 
none, but such a road would be built 


to be gained from the attraction of 
tourists in mind, Other benefits are 
those of a military nature. Not only 
would it solve the problem of de- 
mobilization and allow a gradual, 
rather than an abrupt dismissal of 
soldiers, but the highway would 
serve as a memoria) of the Domin- 
ion’s part in the war. 

The first resolution contains the 
meat of the matter and is worth 
quoting for that reason, as anything 
put forward by men prominent in 
national affairs for the purpose of 
providing for returned soldiers is of 
international effect. The resolution 


That, as a considerable number 
of the men who have enlisted and 
are at present overseas or about to 
proceed thither are unskilled labor- 
ers, for whom it may be difficult 
to provide employment immediately 
on their return, the commission ad- 
vocates the building of a national 
highway by the Federal government. 
It would respectfully submit to the 
government that such an undertak- 
ing would be a work of the gteat- 
est value. Among the advantages 
would be: 

(1.) Temporary employment 
would be provided for thousands of 
men whoa would not otherwise find 
work. 

(2.) No public would provide so 
large an amount of employment at 
so small a capital outlay. 

(3.) The highway would be of 
immense value as a means for the 
transit of agricultural and other 
produce, 

(4.) It would be the means of 
attracting numbers of tourists, en- 
tailing the spending of money with- 
in the bordera of C 

(5.) It would solve the problem 
of demobilization, as. it would allow 
a gradual disbanding of the troops 
from coast to coast. 

(6.) It would be a most practical 
memorial to Canada’s part in the 
great war.

The radi- 
ator, holding three gallons of water, 
was sealed; the gasoline tank hold- 
ing twelve gallons was sealed; the oil 
container, holding a gallon, was 
sealed. And the drwer declared his 
intention of making one of the hard- 
est 260-mile trips in Southern Cali- 
fornia without adding a drop of 
water, oil or gasoline to the supply 
he started with. And he didn't 
either. Here are the particulars: 
The car was a sturdy little Mon- 
roe. The driver was H. C. Miller and 
the observer R. K. Pate. The radia- 
tor and gasoline tank were sealed by 
a newspaper man, and carefully in- 
spected when the car returned. The 
trip required eleven and one-fourth 
gallons of gasoline, and three pints 
of ol One gallon of water was 
required to fill the radiator. It took 
just eleven hours and twenty-three 
minutes to make the trip. 

That's what I call a pretty good 
record,“ said the sales manager of 
the Conwell-Hathaway Company, 
distributors of the car. 
“Better than twenty-six miles an 
hour over mountain and desert 
roads; better than twenty-three 
miles to the gallon of gasoline, only 
three pints of of] used and enough 
water left in the radiator to make 
several hundred miles. The 
expense was less than a cent a mile.” 
Here is the route followed by the 
Monroe: 
Out Huntington drive to Arcadia, 
Foothill boulevard to San Bernar- 
dino, uphill climb to Waterman 


|Canyon, thence to the top of San 


Bernardino Mountain (a continuous 
grade,) new crést road from Sky- 
land for forty miles to Big Bear, Vic- 
torville road, over Snubbing Post 
hill through loose dirt and rocks, 
down onto the desert through cactus 
and sand; thence to Victorville, 
crossing the old lake bed; thence 
southwest past the summit to Cajon 
Pass and on to a point near San 
Bernardino, and back to Los An- 
geles by the new State highway and 
the Foothill boulevard. 

While no effort was made to es- 
tablish any speed record, an econ- 
omy demonstration being the object 
of the trip, the first sixty-three miles 
to San Bernardino was made in an 
hour and fifty-five minutes.

One common cause of injury is 
through neglectéd cuts, The driver 
finds after a trip that he has run 
over some glass, or in some other 
Way has cut deeply into the tread of 
the tire. Uniess the tire is repaired 
by thé insertion of plastic compound 
into the cut the same becomes 
larger, ahd Water an oll work 
through the abrasion into the fab- 
ric, causing the latter to deterioraté, 
and any sharp blow on the injured 
spot is likely to cause a blowout. 

ALIGNMENT. 

Another trying condition is faulty 
alignment of the wheels, which usu- 
ally occurs on the front wheels, af- 
fecting either one or both tires. Im- 
proper adjustment of the steering 
apparatus of bent knuckle or axle is 
responsible. Instances have been 
known of faulty alignment wearing 
the tire through and causing a blow- 
out in distance of fifty miles. 

Damage to the tire is, of course, in 
proportion to the seriousness of the 
condition, the tread wears donn 
rapidly because the rubber is ground 
off instead of receiving the second 
wear. Locking the brakes and skid- 
ding and sliding the wheels is very 
injurious to the tires and tends to 
wear the rubber down quickly at the 
point of contact. Many drivers are 
careless in this respect, and, 2 
up rapidly, disengage the clutch an 
apply the brake suddenly, bringing 
the car to a quick stop, griding the 
rubber the tread. 

ANOTHER CAUSE. . 

Running in car tracks, cutting into 
the side walls of thé tires; using 
clincher tires on straight-bead rims; 
damage from inside protectors, are 
among the other common causes of 
injury. If the motorist will pay close 
attention to his tires, bearing in 
mind the various causes mentioned, 
greater life to the tires can be ex- 


pected.

The matter of carrying tubes should 
also be given attention.

Now. this acci- 
dent very often happens to a man 
unintentionally and when he has a 
puncture he oftentimes applies this 
new tube hurriedly into the tire and 
runs only a short distance before he 
has another flat tire. Oftentimes thé 
tube has chafed through in a dozen 
or 80 places, wherever it happens to 
be foided.

PINCHES. 
Pinches frequently happen when 
the inner tubes are applied to cas- 
ings on the road or in some hurried 
way.

source of trouble often 
resulting in the ruination of a good 
tube is when it is applied on the 
road and the party changing the 
tire accidentally gets some sand on 
the inside of the casing. After he 
has inflated his tire and has re- 
sumed his journey it is only a mat- 
ter of a short time before this sand 
works all around the tire and punc- 
tures the tube in numerous places.

This 
leads people to believe that the tube 
is porous. when in reality fine sand 
has been the cause of the entire 
trouble. 

One should always be careful not 
to keep inner tubes near one’s bat- 
tery box. Often tubes are carried 
under the seat near the battery box 
and the jar and vibration of the car 
will cause the acid in the battery 
to splash and leak out, which will 
immediately destroy any rubber with 
which it comes in contact.

Old tubes which have seen good 
service should never be used in new 
tires, as they are probably stretched 
and will double up in a few miles 
after being applied. This causes a 
leak in one of the créases and you 
may destroy a brand new tire, 
which costs scverel times the price 
of an inner tube. When possible 
always use a new tube in a new tire. 
Carry the old one for an extra, 

SIZE IMPORTANT. 

Be careful you don't use an under- 
size tube in an overesize case, for 
instance, a 32x3% tube is used in 
a $3x4 tire. This causes an extra 
strain to be put on the tube as it 
must expand much more than it is 
supposed to. It is impossible for 
the tube to expand on the rim side, 
theref the -extra expansion oc- 
curs on the running side of the tube, 
which causes it to stretch and be- 
come very thin and causes a weak- 
ness on both sides of the rim side 
of the tube. The result is always 
disastrous to the owner. 

As I have already said, these are 
but a few points to be remembered 
when working with tubes, but if you 
will give conscientioug attention to 
your inner tubes, you'll be surprised 
at the increased service derived.

America anticipated the laws that 
would very shortly be enforced when 
they redesigned the headlights of 
the Locomobile cars, it is claimed 
and designed a bracket so that the 
beam of light from the lamp would 
strike the road at a distance from

Automobile 


The automobile is the highest tyne of 


moving vehicle, either drawn or self-pro- 
pelled. It is a highly developed machine, 
containing three thousand separate 

more moving or frictional parts than a rail- 
road locomotive. The locomotive runs over 
a smooth track; the automobile is driven 
over roads with sharp turns and 
grades; it is subject to far more wear and 
tear the locomotive. Obviously, it 
must then be n that each one of the 


three thousand automobile parts, bath mov- 


ing and stationary, fit, co-operate and func- 
tion with the possible precision. 
The quality of the automobile depends en- 
tirely on the quality of the raw material, and 
the skill and experience with which it is de- 
signed and manufactured. The locomotive 
at all times is operated and cared for by ex- 
perienced engineers and skilled mechanics. 
Automobiles are operated by owners who 
sometimes possess only limited mechanical 
ability, therefore an automobile must be de- 
signed and manufactured to meet every 


of service and to withstand the 


abuse and neglect of unskillful operation. 
Who Makes Automobiles? 


There are over one hundred concerns 
“making” automobiles in this country, of 
which about ten are manufacturers, while 
the others are “assemblers.” 

The manufacturer owns and operates a 


complete manufacturing plant consisting of 


an extensive engineering and experimental 
department and a chemical laboratory; a 
power plant; foundry, forge shop, machine 


shop, stamping plant, body shop, trim shop, - 


paint shop, and assembling departments. 
The assembler either owns or rents a plant 


consisting usually of a bare building with- 


out power plant and without machinery, but 
equipped simply with assembling benches, 
forms and ra 
ished parts which he purchases from parts 
manufacturers or middlemen. He “makes” 
automobiles by putting these parts together 
in his assembling department. 


Excessive Cost of Assembled 
_ Automobiles 


Practically all manufacturers as well as 
assemblers buy finished parts from middle- 


men, such as wheels, tires, electrical equip- 


ment and some minor parts, and therefore 
the costs of both the manufacturer and the 
assembler are on a par for these but 
these parts constitute less than 20% of the 
cost of an automobile. Other parts consti- 
tute about 80% of the cost of the automo- 
bile, the engine, axles, transmission, differ- 
ential, steering gear, body and top making 
up most 6f the 80%. Hence a manufacturer 
che manufactures these parts from raw ma- 


ers is purchasing from middlemen practi- 
cally 160°;

This illustration shows a selling price of 


$1100 for the manufacturer’s car and $1350 


for the assembler’s car. The buyer must pay | 
$250 (about 23%) more for the assembled

The manufacturer gives his customer the 

benefit of the savings derived from manu- 
facturing his own parts, whereas the assem- 
bler has to pay this exeessive cost and put 

the burden on the customer. 


Manufacturers’ Advantages 
It is well known within the automobile in- 
dustry that large manufacturers, 
000,000 to $15,000,000 invested in complete 
plants and ample capital and resources, pur- 
chase the most modern and expensive labor- 


saving machinery, and then in manufactur- | 


ing their engines, steering gears, axles, 
transmissions, differentials, bodies, tops, 
etc., their costs are lower, if anything, than 
sie manufacturers’ costs for the same ar- 
ticles. | 

Manufacturers producing 75,000 cars an- 


nually produce more parts of a specific type 
LS 


than any parts manufacturer produces. 
a rule, parts manufacturers are not special- 


ists in the sense that they make only one 


type of body or axle or engine. Although 
eir total output may sometimes (but rare- 
ly) exeeed the quantity of large auto- 
mobile- manufacturer, they make numerous 
varieties, and hence do not obtain as low 
manufacturing costs as the large automo- 
bile manufacturer obtains. 


Hence, the large automobile manufactur- — 


er produces his own parts at a lower cost 
than the parts manufacturer produces simi- 
lar parts for an assembler who buys in small 
quantities, and it follows that the 28% ex- 
cess cost of the assembler illustrated above 
is not exaggerated. 

Another point is that the assembler, buy- 
ing parts from numerous sources, and often 
the same part from several sources, cannot 
obtain the same precision of machining and 
assembling in the finished car which the 

e manufacturer obtains. 

till again, the assembler’s profit per car 

is larger than the manufacturer's profit, be- 

cause the assembler usually sells only a few 

thousand cars annually. The illustration 

shows that this profit is 60% more than the 

manufacturer receives, and we believe this 

reentage is not overstated. Also the 

8 discount is greater on the assem- 
bled car, because his list price is higher. 

As stated above, out of a hundred auto- 
mobile concerns selling cars in this country, 
about 90% are assemblers and only 10% 
manufacturers in the true sense of the term.

Quantity Production of Automobiles 
Vague statements are frequently made 


concerning the effect of quantity production 


in reducing manufacturing costs. To illus- 
trate this truth to uninformed persons, it is 
necessary to state the elements that enter 
into costs and selling prices of automobiles. 
Many people will be astonished at the num- 


ber of these elements. Primarily, the basic 


cost of an automobile is: : 
(1) The raw material contained in it. 

(2) wages of the workmen who fash- 
ion the material into a finished car. The 
sum of 
the actual car value the customer receives. 
All costs and expenses beyond these are of 
little, if any, value to him. 

(3) Factory overhead expenses should be 
included providing the manufacturing 


methods are simple, direct and economical. 


Factory overhead expenses include sup- 
plies, supervision and factory organization 


expenses which, according to the intelli- 


gence of the personnel, determine whether 
the output of the manufacturer is large or 
small, whether the proper material is pur- 
chased and at the right prices, whether the 


design of the car is correct and the manu- 
- facturing methods simple and effective. 


Hence, we may sav that factorv overhead 
expenses are a legitimate part of the actual 
car value received by the customer, and if 
we admit this, these three items, represent- 
ing manufacturing cost, are all the actual 
car value the customer receives. In making 
up the selling price, however, other items 
are added, as follows: : | 

(4) Administrative, advertising and sell- 
ing and general expenses. 

(5) Discount allowed automobile dealers 


who sell the customer and give him service 


afterwards. 

(6) Manufacturer’s or assembler’s profit. 

Quantity Production Distributes 

Expense 

The total of these six items comprises the 
selling price. It may be astonishing, but it 
is true that every one of these six items must 
and does vary with vroduction. Every small 


producer, whether he is a manufacturer or 


an assembler, necessarily suffers an increase 
in every one of these six items, and must 
therefore charge more for his car than the 
large producer. | 
Illustrating this, we will take the cars of a 
manufacturer (A) producing 75,000 cars 
per annum, and either a small manufacturer 


or the usual assembler (B) producing 10, 


000 cars. i 

Commencing with item (1), raw material, 
it should be obvious that (A) can obtain 
much lower prices than (B) for the same 
material, because his buying power and pur- 
chases are seven and a half times greater. 

In item (2), labor, it is obvious that (A) 
can employ skilled mechanies in specialized 
single operations to a greater extent than 


(B), and conseqnently obtain better work 


and more work from the same men. 
In item (3), factory overhead ex 
it is obvious that (A), owning the highest 
priced, most modern labor-saving machin- 
ery, can eliminate excessive labor and su- 
pervision; that expenses of non-productive 
departments, such as experimental, engi- 
neering, laboratory, purchasing, stores, etc. 
are much less per car than in the case of

COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 

Troops of the central powers 
have crushed the Rumanians be- 
tween two forces in a battle which 


von Falkenhayn, attacking the Ru- 
manians, divided his forces of Ger- 
mans and Austro-Hungarians. One 
body engaged them around Her- 
mannestadt, the other encircled 
them and seized Rothenthurg Pass, 
fifteen miles southeast of Hermann- 
stadt, and one of the first points 
gained by the Rumanians in their 
advance.

ATTLE IN TRANSYLVANIA 
AF ALKEN HAYN VICTORY 


Much Significance Attached to Defeat of 
Entente’s Latest Ally. 


ONDON, Sept. 30.—The des- 
L perate battle which has been 
raging for four days in the 
Hermannstadt sector of Transyl- 
vania has resulted in a German 
victory. The first Rumanian army 
was destructively, defeated, accord- 
ing to Berlin, and fied in disorder 
into the mountains south of Her- 
mannstadt. 
The German and Austrian troops 
under Gen. Von Falkenhayn had 
seized the Rothenthurm Pass, south 
of Hermannstadt, and when an 
encircling movement from the west 
forced the Rumanians to retire ta- 
ward that gateway the Bavarians 
opened up a devastating fire on 
them.

It is the devotion of a captain who 
goes down with his ship. 


ACTUAL FLIERS. 


Most of the actual fliers are young 
officers detailed from other branches 
of the service—cavalry, infantry and 
artillery. They are the dare-devils 
of the army. They are to the army 
what the crews of the submarines 
are to the navy, although the navy 
also has its aviators. 

Whatever there is left of real ro- 
mance in these days of war in 
ditches with electric buttons and 
higher mathematics, is on North Is- 
land with the fliers. 

The “family” at North Island now 
includes 44 officers, 147 enlisted men 
attached to the Signal Corps, 2 Hos- 
pital Corps men, 15 men from the 
quartermaster'’s department and 18 
civilians. The whole establishment 
is under command of Col. William A. 
Glassford.

—first and second Heutenants. There 
are hundreds of applicants for every 
vacancy at the school. Before be- 
ing admitted to the School, every 
young officer has to pass a very se- 
vere physical examination. In 
addition he is subjected to 
the following special test: He must 
be able to stand on one foot with 
his eyes shut for two minutes. If 
you think this is easy, try it. He 
must be able to hop on one foot on 
a perfectly straight line with his 
eyes shut; then hop backward along 
the same line. He is then whirled 
very rapidly on a piano stool. Upon 
stopping, an oculist examines his 
eyes for evidences of a lack of bal- 
ance sense. 

Having passed this examination, 
he reports for duty at North Island 
and for three weeks is put to work 
digging at the theory of aeronautical 
engineering. After this, he puts in 
three weeks in the shops in overalls 
working as a machinist. Here he 
not only learns to repair the en- 
ines, but they give him rips in the 
linen framework to repair. He then 
puts in six weeks on a course which 


includes engines, meteorology,

~~ ROM a closed British port to 
London I made a journey in a 

Red Cross train which, with 
great scarlet crosses marked on each 
blind compartment, carried a cargo 
of ninety-five wounded men—a pre- 
clous cargo of war that I had seen 
transferred from the finest of His 
Majesty's hospital ships to the cots 
of the ambulance train drawn up 
under the roof of the Admiralty 
pier. 

It was through the courtesy of the 
War Office that I was permitted to 
board the hospital ship, to watch the 
unloading of it, to see each detail 
of a very complex and splendid or- 
ganization, and to journey to Lon- 
don in one of the white ambulance 
trains created and set apart for the 
grave and pitiful purposes of war, I 
am grateful for these privileges. 

I have come closer to the 
actualities of this war as it stands— 
have penetrated the surface of it. 
For these men who by thousands are 
returning to England, bring with 
them, each and all of them, the 
stamp of it. It is in their eyes, the 
horror of it; it is in their words, in 
their gestures, the misery and the 
pain of it; it is written in their 
faces, borne witness to by every fold 
of their stained and shabby gar- 
ments. It is France they are bringing 
home with them, France and the 
memory of all the gray and wretched 
splendor of war. This is in their 
faces: this and courage.

Four months are put in making 
flights every day. Altogether he is 
required to have spent ninety hours 
in the air. 


Every morning, the young flier 16 


sent for by Lieut. Dargue, who fs at 
present in charge of the instruction 
of students. The young officer sa- 
lutes and gets, perhaps, this order: 

“You will go up 2000 feet and 
spend forty-five minutes making fig- 
ure eights.” Or “Go up to a height 
of 5000 feet and kill your engine. 
spiraling down to this mark on the 
ground.” 

As the aviator rises, Lieut. Dargue 
sits in an observation tower with a 
telescope and a pencil and pad. 
Every time the student tips too 
sharply, or does not tip enough: 
when he starts on too flat or too 
steep a spiral, he is due for a re- 
buke. Meanwhile, as he soars un- 
der (or rather over) the telescopic 
eye of the instructor, a fast motor 
boat chugs out in the bay in readi- 
ness to rush to his rescue if he falls. 
An ambulance stands in the field 
with the motor ready and a motor- 
cycle rider sits on his machine at 
the hangars-—ready to rush out 
should anything happen. 


AD¢ANCEMENT. 


Not every one passes the test, but 
if the young officer graduates into 
the aviation service, as a junior mili- 
tary aviator, he is advanced one 
grade and rank and his pay is ad- 
vanced 50 per cent. While working 
as a student he has been drawing 25 
per cent. of his army pay. After 
three years in service as an aviation 
officer, he has another severe exami- 
nation. Ii te passes this, his pay is 
advanced to 75 per cent. above that 
of his rank in the line of the army. 

In addition to training these reg- 
ulars, it is the plan of the govern- 
ment to train a large force of aero- 
plane reserve officers and men. The 
present plan contemplates the es- 
tablishment of an aeroplane reserve 
of 297 officers and 2000 men. 

If North [sland is lost to the 
government, these plans, will be in- 
terfered with. It is not at all im- 
possible that California will lose its 
aviation school altogether. Other 
schools Nave now been established in 
the East which are not unlikely to 
absorb this school if North Island is 
lost.

A GOBLIN TO PANAMA: 


Earnest Efforts Making to Relieve the Tension in the 


National Assembly of the Isthmian Republic—Prospect 
of Disorder Caused the Imminence of Intervention by 


United States Authorities.

ican occupation a goblin before 
which all Panama politicians 
stand aghast, earnest efforts are be- 
ing made to relieve the tension which 
developed recently in the national 
Assembly, and which threatened to 
cause the intervention of the Amer- 
ican authorities. 
The trouble had its origin in a 
coup by which the minority party, or 
Liberal-Conservatives, managed to 


elect the presiding officer of the As- 
sembly in the absence of several dele- 
gates belonging to the government 
party. 

When the Assembly convened 
nineteen of the thirty-three Deputies 
were of the government party, and 
fourteen of the opposition. For each 
Deputy there is an alternate, and the 
constitution provides that “in the 
absence of a deputy, whether acci- 
dental or permanently,” his alternate 
may vote in his place. The alternates 
of three of the government Deputies 
were in sympathy with the opposi- 
tion. The coup consisted of keeping 
those three Deputies away from the 
Assembly and voting their alternates 
in their places. This was accom- 
plished by getting two of them drunk 
and by having the attorney of an- 
other insist that it was necessary 
that they make out and record cer- 
tain papers in the matter of the title 
to an estate before the close of busi- 
ness that day—in which it became 
necessary to make a trip to the coun- 
try to view the estate, with a series 
of delays which kept them out until 
night. During the absence of the, 
three the balance of power in the 
Assembly shifted to seventeen oppo- 
sition to sixteen government votes, 
and the opposition was able to elect 
the presiding officer, who has great 
power in the conduct of legislation. 

THE COUP EXPLAINED. 

When the majority of the Assem- 
bly un the coup they de- 
clared the procedure illegal and the 
result void. They based their charge 
on interpretation of the constitution 
to the effect that the alternate could 
not be accepted in the Assembly 
without written acknowledgment 
from the principal, and that the al- 
ternates had not been duly accred- 
ited. The opposition maintained that 
every requirement had been met and 
that the election was perfectly legal. 
The point at issue is the legality of 
the voting of the alternates, and this 
is the point on which ustment 


* Sept. 12.— With Amer- 
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will have to be made to prevent the 
entry of the United States. The 
tangle has been referred to the Su- 
preme Court of Panama for decision. 

The imminence of American in- 
tervention arose from the prospect 
of disorder. The President ordered 
a number of police to preserve the 
authority of the government in the 
Assemiiy, and at this members of 
the opposition appealed to Gov. Goe- 
thals for intervention. The Governor 
stated that he would not “wash any 
of their dirty linen” and that the 
interest of the United States in their 
affairs jay in the preservation of or- 
der and a constitutional government. 
He stated that if the government of 
Panama was unable to do this, he 
would recommend that the govern- 
ment of the United States intervene 
and take control of the situation, in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
treaty. 

SOLUTION EXPECTED. 


It is confidently expected that 
some solution will be arrived at 
which will make action by the 
United States unnecessary. The at- 
tainment. of a modus vivendi is a 
matter for prolonged discussion, but 
in the meantime the city is orderly. 
A few demonstrations, pro and con 
the government, have been held, but 
in the absence of violence they do 
not attract much attention. 

The bitterness between the parties 
Jas been intensified by the prolonged 
efforts of the opposition to secure 
intervention by the United States to 
supervise the nationa] and municipal 
elections, failing which they have 
made every effort to discredit the 
government in Panama and in the 
eves of the American officials. The 
Japanese question has been seized on 
as an issue, and the politics of the 
country is in a miasma of charge 
and counter-charge of corruption 
and treachery. Into all of this, fur- 
ther than to protect the interests of 
the canal and the United States, the 
American officials do not enter. They 
are desirous for the Panamians to 
work out their own salvation and wil! 
not intervene unless the process 
takes on violent forms.

STRIKING SPEECH ON WAR IS 
MADE IN NEW ZEALAND.

Troops from Island in the An- 
tipodes Reached the Farthest 
Point of Any of the Soldiers of 
the Allies During Gallipoli Cam- 
paign—Success is Demanded.

WELLINGTON (New Zealand) 
Sept. 1.— A striking speech was 
made just before the end of the re- 
cent session of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment by Dr. D. Pomare, a member 
of the Cabinet and a Maori—one of 
the aboriginals of New Zealand. A 
resolution was before the House ex- 
pressing Parliament's “inflexible de- 
termination to continue the war to a 
successful issue“ when. Dr. Pomare 
rose and said: 

“Today Aegean breezes stir the 
grasses over the graves of mine and 
yours and wherever a Maori hears 
the moan of the wind, whenever he 
hears the boom of guns it reminds 
him that away beyond the seas Utu 
(revenge) has got to be’ brought 
about for the dead. For that rea- 
son the Maoris’s determination to 
end the war victoriously is just as in- 
flexible as that of the pakeha (white 
man.) One result of the war will be 
cohesion of the empire and the un- 
derstanding between, the different 
races under the British flag. The 
spirit of Rewi and other big fighters 
live in the Maori today and he cries 
in the same spirit of defiance, ‘Ake! 
Ake! Ake! (for ever and forever.)” 

In calling for vengeance for the 
Maori dead Dr. Pomare had par- 
ticular’ reference to the handful of 
soldiers of his race who with a few 
white New Zealanders reached after 
desperate fighting and held for a few 
minutes during the Suvla Bay opera- 
tions a position from which they 
could see the central Dardanelles. 
This, it is said, was the utmost point 
reached by any of the allied troops 
in the Gallipoli campaign. !

The number of straw voters who 
say they voted for Wilson in 1912 
but will cast their ballots for the 
Republican nominee this year, is 
2264.

By 
combining the shifts from the Pro- 
gressive vote and that from the regu- 
lar nominees of 1912 it is found that 
Mr. Hughes gains 6937 votes, while 
the President gains 1939. 

While there is an approximate gain 
of three to one from the Progressive 
vote in favor of Mr. Hughes, there 
is likewise an approximate gain of 
three or three and a half to one from 
all sources for Mr. Hughes. 

In the neighborhood of 5000 were 
gathered in States classed usually 
as Democratic—Missouri, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Maryland, Okla- 
homa and Colorado—while about 
10,000 came from the reaso WZDly 
doubtful States of New York, Indiana 
and Nebraska.

HE straw vote being conducted 
T by The Times in California, Ari- 

zona, New Mexico and Nevada 
continues in favor of Charles Evans 
Hughes, the Republican standard 
bearer. During the past two weeks 
17,813 voters in the four States have 
been interviewed at random and if 
their expressions can be taken as a 
criterion the four Southwestern 
States will give Mr. Hughes a good 
majority. 
Indications are,that no place in 
the country will.give Mr. Hughes a 
more sweeping majority than South- 
ern California. The canvass, which 
includes all communities south of 
the Tehachepi, gave the following 
result jast week.

NEW RAILROAD LINES TO BE 
BUILT TO WEST PORT. 


Plans are Already Being Made to 
Change Mazatlan and Guaymas 
into Deep Water Harbors—Car- 
ranza Government Plans to Ex- 
pend Many Millions. 


A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
MEXICO CITY, Sept. 10.—Meas- 
ures are being prepared by the Mex- 
jean government to increase traffic 
of the Pacific Coast ports. The De- 


partment of Communications and | 
Public Works has outlined two new 


railroad lines, which will connect 
the district east of the Sierra Madre 
with Guaymas and Mazatlan, and 
engineers now are engaged in se- 
lecting the most available route 
through the mountains from Chi- 
huahua and Durango. 


One of these roads, as projected, 
would probably run from Tejolo- 
ecachi on the line from Chihuahua 
to Madera to Guaymas. The other 
would pass across the mountains 
from Durango to Mazatlan. At 
present the shipment of freight 
across the Sierra Madre practically 
is impossible, as the journey through 
the passes from Durango is about 
twelve days’ ride by muleback. 

Plans already have been prepared 
to make Mazatlan and Guaymas 
deep-water harbors. Two plans 
have been outlined for Mazatlan, one 
to cost about 21,000@00 pesos and 
the other about 14,000,000 pesos. 
Either would, through breakwaters 
and diversion of the present chan- 
nel, allow ocean steamers of the 
deepest draught to dock directly at 
the railroad termini and load and 
discharge cargo direct from and to 
the cars. Each plan would provide 
the filling in of a section now cov- 
ered with water at cartain times of 
the day, and the government expects 
by the sale of this made land to cut 
the price of the improvements near- 
ly two-thirds. 

A breakwater which would deep- 
en and keep clear the channel at 
Guaymas also is projected. This, 
however, will cost much less than 
will the Mazatlan improvements.

ing strong sections of the first Ru- 
manian army, the War Office an- 
nounced today. 

The Rumanian northern and sec- 
ond armies began an attack on the 
Goerzeny mountains, starting 
from the Parajd-Oderhellen line, 
Szekely Udvarhely and from 
Fogaras. The enemy was repulsed 
on the Goerzeny mountains. Farther 
south the defending troops evaded 
an attack. German troops attacked 
successfully beyond Haar brook, 
south of Hendorf-Hegin, one of the 
Rumanian columns, driving it back 
and capturing eleven officers, 591 
men and three machine guns. 

The encircling battle at Her- 
mannstadt which began September 
26 has been won. Under command 
German 
and Austrian troops defeated strong 
sections of the first Rumanian army 
after stubborn fighting. After having 
suffered heavy losses the remainder 
of the enemy troops fled in disorder 
into the impassable mountain coun- 
try.”

Roosevelt Says President Retreats when

ATTLE CREEK (Mich.) Sept. 30. 

— Speaking to a great throng of 

persons who were packed in a 
cold circus tent here this afternoon, 
Theodore Roosevelt assailed the 
administrative record of President 
Willson and urged the election of 
Charles E. Hughes. 

When the former President en- 
tered the tent to make his first Mich- 
igan speech on behalf of the Repub- 
lican candidate for President he was 
given a tremendous ovation. Climb- 
ink on a table on the speakers’ 
platform, the eolonel read his pre- 
pared address, which was devoted 
almost entirely to an attack on 
Preajdent Wilson's foreign and Mex- 
ican policies and the latter’s support 
of the Adamson eight-hour-day bill. 

Roosevelt declared that President 
Wilson's chief policy was the policy 
of vacillation. He declared the 
President in “fifteen messages, 
letters and speeches," made from 
Dec, 9, 1914, to Feb. 10, 1916, “took 
forty-one different positions about 
preparedness and the measures 
necessary to secure it, and each of 
these forty-one positions contra- 


dicted from one to six of the 
others.” The European policy of 
President Wilson, particularly in 


the Lusitania case, was referred to 
as humiliating and ignoble.” 
MEXICAN RECORD. 

The Mexican record of the Ex- 
ecutive was called “ruinous to Mex- 
ico, dishonorable to ourselves and 
infamous from the standpoint of 
humanity.” 

Discussing the Adamson bill, Mr.

He urged the voters 
to “repudiate Mr. Wilson because 
only by so doing can they save 
America from that taint of gross 
selfishness and cowardice which we 
owe to Mr. Wilson's substitutions 
ofadroit elocution for straightfor- 
ward action,” 

-The circus tent was crowded and 
thousands were massed around it 
long before Col, Roosevelt, who 
started speaking at 4:10 o'clock, ar- 
rived. Several speakers preceded 
the colonel. Former Senator Lafay- 
ette Young of lova discussed na- 
tional politics, but broke off his 
speech sharply when the, crowd 
seemingly restiess, began to cry, 
“We want Teddy.” 7 

Mr. Young, in his speech, said 
Col, Roosevelt told him last De- 
Nember at Oyster Bay that he would 
‘support Hughes for President if the 
latter were nominated. 

Col. Roosevelt declared that fear 
and hope of personal profit caused 
President Wilson to force the pas- 
sage of the Adamson eight-hour-day 
bjll. 

“President Wilson yielded, to the 
dictation of the heads of the broth- 
erhoods and made no effort to find 
out whether the demand was right 
or wrong,” he added. “He took his 
orders from that one of the parties 
interested which he most feared.

CONCLUSION. 

Roosevelt’s closing words were a 

plea for Hughes's election. He said; 


An ounce of performance o 
weighs a ton of promise. In a 
these cases whenever there was any 
risk, any danger to be encountered, 
President Wilson has promptly re- 
treated. He has then sought to cover 
his retreat by uttering high-sound- 
ing words. But in these cases his 
high-sounding words amount to ab- 
solutely nothing. Only his acts, or 
failures to act, count. In the an- 
thracite strike we settled the princi- 
ple that the public rights are supe- 
rior to any private rights in matters 
of vital public moment. President 
Wilson surrendered this principle at 
the demand of the great labor lead- 
ers, without investigation and re- 


|gardiess of the facts, and shifted the 


burden to the public, while aban- 
doning the rights of the public. For 
justice in dealing between capital 
and labor he has substituted the pol- 
icy of craven surrender to whichever 
side has the superiority in brute 
force. Once more in our internal 
affairs, as in our external affairs, he 
has stood for peace at any price. He 
refuses to look ahead. He shows 
not one shred of that stern and un- 
vielding courage which enables a 
leader to face temporary risk, dis- 
comfort and hardship for the sake 
of a lofty ideal and a splendid ulti- 
mate triumph. He was cowed by 
the big labor leaders exactly as he 
had already been cowed by Germany 
and by Mexico. He himself acknowl- 
edged the evil of the situation when 
he said, “it must never be allowed 
again.” But by his actions he has 
guaranteed that it will arise again, 
whenever there is in the White 
Hause a man too timid to face 
threats or front danger. Mr. Wil- 
son's acts in the White House have 
shown that what he seeks in any 
emergency of this nature is momen- 
tary relief, temporary safety, pur- 
chased at whatever cost of present 
ignominy and at whatever risk of

It ex- 
emplifies the principle upon which 
President Wilson has acted in those 
public matters, internal and. ex- 
ternal, where he was threatened 
with the use of force. 

I appeal to my fellow citizens that 
they shall elect Mr. Hughes and re- 
pudiate Mr. Wilson because only 
by so doing can they save America 
from that taint of gross selfishness 
and cowardice which we owe to Mr.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Pro- 
posed increases affecting the great 


steel business from the East for ex- 
port to Japanese, Russian and other 
ports for war purposes were delayed 
today by action of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which sus- 
pended un January 29 the freight 
tariffs intended to raise rates on iron 
and steel for export from Chicago, 
Pittsburgh and others eastern cities 
to the Pacific Coast. Increases would 
average 10 cents per 100 pounds 
from Chicago and 3 cents from Pitts- 
burgh, 

The roads whose tariffs are held 
up include the Pennsylvania and the 
Philadelphia and Reading. The 
present rate on iron and steel ar- 


jticles in carioads from Chicago is 


30 cents and the proposed rate 40 
cents per 100 1 The present 
rate from Pittsburgh is 42 cents and 
the proposed rate 45 cents per 100 
pounds. January 29 also is the date 
to which the eastern export rate in- 
creases on iron and steel recently 
were suspended by the commission. 

The manufacturers and shippers 
interested in this large traffic claim 
that the railroads are actuated with 
a desire to obtain a share of the 
war munitions profits.

Saving the Wounded 


(continued from Second Page.) 


Garker than the deep circles which 
furrowed his cheeks, There was 
neither life nor color in his flesh; 
his hands had the fine and delicate 
transparency of a child's hands. Yet, 
Just as he was being carried by he 
opened his eyes, made an inecruta- 
ble, almost imperceptible, movement 
with his fingers as if some impylse 
had impelled him to a gesture which 
must be unrealized. There was, for 
one swift instant, the illusion that 
he smiled. 


COURAGE. 


Yes, there was courage enough 
among them, these men who were 
coming home. I marvelled at them; 
I had never thought of that par- 
ticular degree of courage which lies 
in the one very simple fact that 
men—even those men whe are com- 
ing back to England to die—come 
back home smiling. 

And I marvelled more and more 
at these miracles of war when I 
went aboard the white ship and saw 
just what it meant, this long jour- 
ney of the wounded. I saw all of 
the splendor of that big ship only 
as a background for the men who 
had returned in her. Yet certainiy 
she was both beautiful and splendid. 
I was told that once in her history 

had come into royal favor; be 
that as it may, Whatever the vur- 
— of her destiny, she had been 
ashioned with true understanding. 
In the wide sweep of her decks, in 
the very lines and gradations of her, 
there was that character, that abid- 
ing character and personality which 
is the inheritance of all good ships 
of the sea. 

It may be that she suffered a lit- 
tle from a certain lavishness, not 
wholly judicious. For her cabins 
and her saloons were pan@lied in 
woods of many colors and many 
grains, inlaid according to the ob- 
cure ethics of such matters. Not 
that her fine frescos were not deco- 


rative, with their bright cubes and. 


squares and quaint juxtapositions. 
They shone like satin; in the bor- 
ders. golden and black, the green. 
brilliant hangings were mirrored, 
extraordinarily luminous and rich in 
texture. 

But I UHred best her big wards be- 
low. I Hked their generous propor- 
tions and the clean, wide cots, row 
upon row of them. There Was, too, 
pleasant odor of anti- 
septics and new linen. The copper 
sterilizers, set on shining tables, 
were resplendent in that cool and 
colorless intertor. The enamelled 
basine and portable dressing stands 
were a brilliant and stainless white. 

INDIVIDUALITY. 

But, above all, there was in this 
place a certain very fine and definite 
individuality. I do not know that 
there were either details or designs 
in which it found expression. But 
indisputably this was a hospital on 
board a ship. It is true that above 

ch cot, suspended, were two long 

nvas strips to which were at- 
tached. a bar of wood, very much 
like a short trapeze. By means of 
this a patient could lift himeelf, so 
that, with his pillows behind him, 
he could alt up. Also, there were 
above certain cots strips of white 
cloth. These were fashioned like 
big slings, and they had been con- 

ved by genius. For by the sim- 
ple means of supporting a ban- 
daged arm or a bandaged foot in 
them the vibration of the ehip, the 
steady throbbing of her engines, was 
in a very great measure counter- 
acted. Rut it was not in these 
thines that the character of this 
white saloon was revealed. I think, 
instead, that it was concentrated in 
one quite simple thing. In this big 
ward there was but a faint, diffused 
light: for above the beds, and 
acreening the portholes, was a long, 
unbroken sweep of green curtains, 
with black shadows marked in verti- 
cal lines. And these shadows, 
straight, deep bars on the green 
cloth, swayed a little, changed a lit- 
tle, widened and @ narrow 
with a certain rhythmic, recurrent 
design. It was the movement of 
the ship. It was the inflowing and 
the outflowing of the tide. 

ON DECK, 

Then I went up on deck, and there 
T waa shown, that I might savor all 
the small attendant mysteries of the 
white ship, the officers’ cabine and 
the staterooms for the nurses, These 
were, like the saloons, well designed, 
of goed proportions. They were, too, 


‘inlaid with stained wood, richly pat- 


terned. 

And I did not like to leave that 
ship. But a messenger had come 
aboard with the word that the train 
in which I was to go to London 
would start within five minutes. 80 
I went with the captain and with 
the doctor who was in charge, and 
we walked. along the platform be- 
side the doctor’s train, walked the 
full length of it, passing coach after 
coach, each with closed doors and 
a bia scarlet cross painted between 
the blind windows, It seemed curi- 
ously unlike a train, this hospital, 

At the door of the first compart- 
ment we stopped, and I bade the 
captain good-by and thanked him. 
He said something about hoping that 
I would not be too late in making 
London, and there was the convic- 
tion in his voice that it was, after 
all, somewhat of a journey that lay 
before me, 


Rut to the captain the white am- 


bulance trains and their safe pas- 
sage to and fro were but just a part 
of the business Of the day. While to 


me, in this momentous step by which, 


I was to enter the forward compart- 
ment, I wae achieving a new world. 
So many, meny times I had watched 
the wounded train passing by slow- 
ly. smoothly, with the clear, broad 
panels flashing in the sunlight. And 
1 had wondered 


what grave and 


~ 


what mysterious, 
facts of 


war, were concealed within that in- 
scrutable interior. 
WHITE TRAIN. 


And I was to journey to London 
in one of those great white trains! 


I stepped inside; and because the 


front of the carriage was two broad 
windows and because it was the first 
coach, I saw, framed in sills of dark 
wood, the black, square bulk of the 
engine, extraordinarily solid and im- 
posing. Outside, on the platform, 
the doctor was standing with his 
hand on the frame of the opened 
door. 

The engineer leaned out of his cab. 
The doctor turned, looked at him, 
nodded and said, “All right." 

The engineer moved back in his 
seat. The doctor stepped into the 
compartment and closed the door, 
Thus, tn the most casual and 2 
gaging fashion, the ceremony 
completed. We were off. 

I saw the concrete flooring of the 
pier moving past on either side and 
the. columnar support of the pier 
roof gliding by our windows, 
Through the open arched space be- 
tween them I could fee the sunlit 
Water and the gray line of a wharf. 
Beyond, the tall masts of a ship 
rose very black against a brilliant 
and intensely blue sky. ; 

There was in the compartment a 
curious impression of stilinesa, which 
I believe was due in great part to the 
4 size of it. Certainiy, it was 
quite the largest carriage 1 ever 
seen. By the windows, placed on 
either side, were two big conches 
done in dark blue, with biue cush- 
ions; at the foot of one of them stood 
a square, closed desk, with a oon- 
tinental telephone above, There 
were also a table and swivelled arm- 
chaire, upholstered in  gentian- 
colored cloth, with gold borders A 
vase, filled with bright flo a, stood 
on the table; an opened book, turned 
face downward, had been left on the 
couch. And this was a compartment 
in a train. 

“We have to do what we can with 
them," the doctor said, standing by 
the desk and turning over some 
papers. “We just about live in 
them, you know.” 


A SHORT TRIP.

BANDAGES. 

There were, in certain cupboards 
and certain little rooms opening off 
the corridor, bandages, gauze, linen, 
instruments, medicines.

I was afraid of the 
movement of the train thowing me 
against one of those white cots 
where those curtous, inert. motion- 
less things were.

EXCEED HOPES. 
Prosperty Wave Causes Gain 


in Nine Months Over 
Last Year. 


Proving beyond doubt that 
Los Angeles has been enjoying 
a tremendous wave of pros- 
perity during the past nine 
months of 1916, bank clear- 
ings for that period as com- 
piled by the Clearinghouse As- 
sociation aggregated the sum 
of $933,004,905.13 as com- 
pared to $763,159,912.81 for 
the first nine months of 1915.

TEN MONTHS 
AS TEN YEARS. 


How Soldiers are Aged by the 
Experiences of War. 
What will be the Effect on the 
Coming Generation? 


Army Physicians Beginning to 
Discuss the Problem. 


IA. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
LONDON, Sept. 15.—What will be 
the effect upon future generations of 
the premature aging of millions of 
men now at the battle fronts? Army 
physicians and men of science gen- 
erally are beginning to discuss the 
problem. It is said that soldiers ten 
months in the trenches, exposed to 
the nerve-shattering shock of shell 
re, often come out with the ap- 
pearance of ten years having been 
added to their life. A shorter pe- 
riod than this often suffices to turn 
iron gray the hair of a boy of 26. 
This premature is pecullar 
to no one nationality. It is notice- 
ably alike along the English and 
French lines and among the prison- 
ers from Germany, Austria and Rus- 
sia. It is said to be perhaps a little 
more pronounced along the eastern 
fronts, where the vast amount of 
territory involved frequently makes 
neglect of the wounded inevitable. 
There men have laid for days with- 
out medical attention and when 
finally admitted to hospital have 


finally admitted to hospitals have 
been classed as 40 to 45. 

“We attribute the gray hairs now 
so noticeable everywhere at the 
front to subconscious worry,” said 


cugsine the subject with a corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press. 
“A man will not be conscious of any 
worry at all, whereas his comrades 
will daily comment upon the whit- 
ening of his hair. I have never 
known of hair actually growing 
white over night, as the novelists

A Torrens Land Act was passed by 

the California Legislature as far

back as 1897 and stood on the stat 
ute books until repealed in favor of 
the present law. The act ot 1897 
did not provide for an assurance 
fund, as does the new ene. To this 
fact was attributed the total lack of 
interest in the former law upon the 
part of the public. Those who 
shoved the present law through the 
Legislature claimed from the 
ginning that it was an absolutely 
perfect, water-tight measure. This 
Was questioned by careful investiga- 
tors before the law's passage and 
las appargntiy been disproven by 
bal decisions since. 

The State Supreme Court has held 
that, assuming the proceedings un- 
der the Torrens system are regular 
up to the iasuance of a firet valid 
certificate, there is strong doubt 
to the conclusiveness of subsequent 
certificates issued by the registrar. 
The principle of the indefeasible | 
title in the registrar's certificate is 
the basic idea in the Torrens theory, 
Which holds that the certificate is 


the title and not merely evidence of 


the title. The registry companies 
that are working so hard to “edu- 
cate’ the people up to the Torrens 
law have no further interest in the 
proceedings, of course, after they 
have put through the registration 
process itself, their sole business be- 
ing to secure from the court the 
initial decree ordering registration. 

The Torrens Act insurance fund, 
the clinching argument of those 
who labored to get the law paased, 
is declared by many attorneys to 
offer no insurance in the ordinary 
sempe of that term. The fund is 
provided through the payment by 
all who register land of one tenth 
of one per cent. of the assessed value 
of the property registered into the 
State Treasury. Only one payment 
is required from any person for this 
insurance. 

Theoretically the State becomes 
responsible for loss arising from a 
defective certificate. Actually, how- 
ever, it is provided that suit to re- 


cover for such loss must be brought 


againet any and all other persons 
who may be in any way liable there- 
for, and that this remedy must be 
exhausted before the assurance fund 
provision can be resorted to. 
Critics of the law are also wonder- 
ing where the insurance fund is 
coming from after each property 
owner has made his one and only 
contribution and the grand total 
thereby received has been used up.

HE problem of Japanese emi- 
gration has not infrequently 
proved a source of anxiety to 

the thinking public of the West. 
The introduction in the American 
Congress this year of the immigra- 
tion bill, unfavorable to the Japa- 
nese, and the American-Japanese 
negotiations subsequent thereto, has 
given rise in the press to alarm and 
apprehension — totally unnecessary, 
but fortunately short-lived — that 
rupture between the two countries 
was not beyond the range of possi- 
bility. J. B. Abbot and several oth- 
ers had for predicting 
that the conclusion of a Japanese- 
Russo entente would 2 Japan to a 
policy of freer and larger emigra- 
tion, and quite recently this entente 


n view of these developments I/ 
feel that some remarks on the ques- 
tion will be considered by the pub- 
lic as not out of place. 


STATISTICS. 
According to the census of 1913 


cluding Korea, Formosa and Sag-

UNITED STATES AND CANADA. 


The so-called question of Japa- 
nese emigration is connected mainly 
with emigration to the United States 
and, in a limited degree, to Canada. 
There has nev risen any compli- 
cation with China, nor with Brazil 
and other South American countries, 
which badly needed workers for the 
development of their natural re- 
sources and were consequently keen 
to welcome our ople. Let us now 
turn our attention to ihe United 
States and see how the question has 
been handled, Japanese emigration 
to the continental United States, 
roughly speaking, dates from 15869, 
when a group of Japanese under 
Matsudaira Snell, a Dutchman, who 
was for some time in the service 
of the late Shogunate government, 
arrived in San Francisco. No doubt 
even before that time there were 
many cases of accidental emigra- 
tion, particularly of wandering fish- 
ermen. Since then, especially since 
1890, Japanese migration to the 
States has shown a slow but grad- 
ual increase; but it was not until 
after the Chino-Japanese War of 
1894-95 that the number of emi- 
grants went up by leaps and bounds, 
which fact is incontestably estab- 
lished by the following figures:

It may be noted in this connection 
that the great increase after 1900 
was largely contributed to, indeed 
nearly to the extent of one-half, by 
the transmigration of Japanese from 
Hawali, where the labor situation 
was unsatisfactory.

Japanese outcries by labor leaders, 
and several discriminatory attempts, 
both legislative and administrative, 
against our own people. This ushered 
in the period of our restrictive emi- 
gration, the result, of course, of 
frank and cordial negotiations be- 
tween the American and Japanese 
governments.

True, the Japanese population 
is rapidly increasing year by year.

But I am greatly encouraged in my 
belief by two factors—namely, the 
hopeful prospect of migration to the 
Asiatic Continent, and the coming 
industrial and commercial develop- 
ments in Japan. In the first place, 
the Japanese population in Man- 
churia has shown a steady increase 
during recent years. The population, 
which was 568,000 in 1908, jumped 
up to 81,000 in 1911 and to 160.000 
in 1914. There is no doubt thee 
thanks to the Chino-Japanese Treaty 
of May, 1915, which enlarged. the 
rights and facilities of Japanese resi-. 
dents in China, our migration not 
only to Manchuria but also to other 
parts of the Chinese dependencies 
will increase in the near future. In

The policy of 
the Japanese government after the 
war will be the same as that pur- 
sued before and during the war. As 
to the contention of some that labor 
organizations in Japan may become 
strong enough to make this policy 
impossible to pursuit, this is not to 
be feared. e reason is that the 
manufactories of fllatures, which 
stand in a leading position in rela- 
tion to our export industries, are 
conducted on a small scale. In cot 
ton weaving the number of me- 
chanical looms is very few, While’ 
domestic industry and small manu- 
facturers. predominate. Assuming 
that the growth of the labor move- 
ment keeps pace with industrial con- 
centration it is no wonder that the 
movement is but poorly developed in 
Japan. 

Another reason is that in Japan 
the female predominates over the 
male in the world of labor. In the 
Statistics above mentioned, the num- 
ber of males is given as 478,783 
(47.3 per cent.) and that of females 
533,530 (52.7 per cent: 

These figures are calculated to 
rouge interest among European read- 
ers, for there is no country in Eu- 
rope where females predominate 
over males in industrial life. Fe- 
male workers are not usually in- 
clined or able to take part in labor 
movements for obvious reasons. 
With this fact in view, there is no 
need of explanation why in Japan 
the movement is still in a primitive 
stage. 

The last of the reasons is the legal 
restriction in regard to the labor 
movement. Those well versed in 
social problems know that such a 
movement grows hand-in-hand with 
the legal recognition of the right of 
strikes and the freedom of associa- 
tion for the working class. In Japan 
there is a police law called a “péace 
preservation law,“ which prohibits 
any strike, whether it is carried on 
through violence and intimidation 
or not, under the penalty of im- 
prisonment or fine. Formerly this 
law was not strictly in force, but 
the government, alarmed at the dan- 
gerous tendencies of the times in 
connection with the working classes, 
has gone too far in enforcing it.

I understand that in the last two 
years, though the actual figures are 
not available here, there was an ex- 
dess of admittances over departures 
amounting to several thousands. 
This was mainly due to the Panama-

creasing their departures and in- 
creasing thelr admittances. 

The restrictive policy was also 
adopted as regards Canada. The 
number of emigrants to that new 
country was limited by the Lemieux 
arrangement to not more than 400 
annually. According to the figures 
taken in 1914, the total Japanese 
population in Canada is 11,959, of 
whom British Columbia alone claims

add that the number represents a 
decrease of 293 in one single year, 
1913-14.

‘™ PEAKING of anniversaries, it is just 
8 twenty-five years ago today that I par- 

ticipated in an invasion of the heavens 
that is still held to be some adventure, even 
by the flock of dare-devil birdmen who range 
the skies. At that time the dirigible and 
the aeroplane were fictions of the mind. 
Heavenward travel was confined to the 
lighter-than-air craft and passengers were 
at the mercy of the inconstant winds. 

The journey that I enjoyed at that time 
was considered notable for various things. 
In the first place it was a two-day flight— 
which in itself was almost unique at that 
time. In the second place we crossed the 
Mississippi River nine times in one night. 
In the third place we attained an altitude 
of nearly 24,000 feet on the morning of the 
second day, and, finally, we landed for a 
couple of hours and then started up again 
under our own gas, which was something 
we had not known of before. 


Our balloon was the good ship Mars— 
named by myself and made by Capt. Thomas 
S. Baldwin, the grand old man of aeronau- 
tics, who was stationed in Los Angeles for 
several seasons. He had invented the para- 
chute and had made his first epoch-making 
descent at San Francisco. I was a spec- 
tator of his second flight and return, which 
was at his old home at Quincy, III. The 
captain built the first dirigible to fly with 
any success in this country. Now he is 
making airships and he was the first and 
only man to fly both under and over the 
Eads bridge at St. Louis, which would be 
same trick for a hydroplane today. 


Our balloon Mars was not so very large. 
It had, I think, a capacity for 19,000 cubic 
feet of gas. At that time balloons had 
been built of as great as 50,000 feet capacity. 
Our flight was a feature of a fall celebra- 
tion and race meeting at Baldwin Park in 
Quincy, and was witnessed by 10,000 people 
assembled at those spacious grounds. As 
a friend and reckless young newspaper man 
I was invited to go with Baldwin and had 
stocked up heavily on accident insurance 
for that purpose. At that time I weighed 
only about 120 pounds and therefore was a 
handy and convenient amount of ballast. I 
could be thrown out or left in, according 
to the exigencies of the situation. Besides 
ourselves We got away from the ground 
with about 450 pounds of Sand in sacks, 
also as ballast—and this was considered a 
good tribute to the lifting quality of our 

Baldwin was quite an acrobat in those 
days. He had been a rope walker and could 
do stunts in the air he couldn't on land. To 
cheer me up and amuse the crowd as we 
cut loose from terra firma Baldwin hooked 
his toes over the edge of the basket and 
dangled head downward, waving his hat in 
his hand to the disappearing throng. A 
moment later and while still in view of the 
populace, he drew himself up and clambered 
nearly over the top of the balloon by simply 
clinging to the netting. Still later Baldwin 
wanted to smoke. He didn't dare do it in 
the Dalloon and so he swarmed down the 
anchor rope and seated himself in the 
crotch of the anchor 100 feet below, while 
he wore out a cigar. While he was dan- 
gling from the rope I threatened to cut him 
loose and bump him against the earth, 
which was then about 5000 feet away. But 
Baldwin laughed. He said that I couldn't 
run the ship without him and didn’t dare. 

When we fled fram Mother Earth it was 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon and it was 
understood that we were going after the 
local distance and endurance record. 

We got both. 2 

We got into all kinds of air currents at 
different levels, but they were dinky little 
things and blew us back and forth without 
accomplishing much in any one direction 
There seems to be an affinity between bal- 
loons and the atmosphere over water 
courses. Our craft clung to the Mississippi 
River like a fly in a trail of warm molasses. 
We just couldn't shake that Mark Twain 
and Opie Reed stream of romance and folly. 
We drifted northward above it and some- 
times would get a mile or so over the west 
bank. Then we would throw out a little 
ballast and go a bit higher, only to strike 
another zephyr which would swish it back 
to the east side. We crossed that blooming 
river no less than nine times that night. It 
was a warm and beautiful moonlight night 
and the river stretched like an endless rib- 
bon of silver below us. It was a most im- 
pressive and romantic spectacle, but it 
finally palled on me. I figured that we

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would surely land in the water and I hated 
to get my feet wet. 


At times we were very close to earth. 
We crossed the river at Keokuk so low that 
the anchor barely missed the top of the 
bridge. Near Mt. Pleasant we came upon 
a wagonload of drunks on their way home 
from the county fair. They were singing 
and whipping up their team to its topmost 
speed. As our shadow crossed theirs on 
the moonlit road we let out a bloodcurdling 
yell from the air some 400 feet over their 
heads and scared them into a condition of 
Iowa sobriety. They thought they were 
having a ghostly visitation. 


Along about 2 o’clock in the morning the 
night dews had depressed our silken cover- 
ing so that it was very hard to keep going. 
Our ballast was practically exhausted and 
we were within touching distance of the 
earth at times. In the country near Fort 
Madison the anchor dragged in a pasture 
field and caught between the legs of one of 
the horses. The astonished equine pro- 
ceeded to give us a run for our money and 
we decided to land and tie up for a while. 
We came down as gently as a leaf. There 
was hardly a breath of air stirring and the 
balloon stood balanced on terra firma by 
the weight of the basket. 


The disturbance of the horses had aroused 
some one in the neighboring house and 
when the dwellers got a moonlit view of our 
aerial monster they began to dress them- 
selves and flock forth. There were four 
generations of them and we found that we 
were on the farm of the then Senator 
Wilson, 

We tried to make the family believe we 
were angels or that it was judgment day, or 
something like that, but we couldn't make 
it stick. Even the kids knew that no angel 
would ever try to stab a horse with an 
anchor, although they admitted that never 
before had a couple of strangers come from 
the skies to visit an lowa farm in the mid- 
die of the night. 

So they wanted to entertain us. 

Were we hungry? 

We were. 

Four sandwiches was all we had taken 
away with us in the way of refreshments 
and we were as hungry as a pair of frost- 
bitten coyotes. 


So the women of the household returned 
to their home and proceeded to prepare us 
ameal. It was a banquet to us. There was 
real fried chicken; there were hot biscuits 
and all the trimmings in the way of jellies 
and relishes. It was the finest example of 
the midnight hospitality of an lowa farm 
I have ever heard of. 

Then we visited 


The balloon was just nicely balanced by 


our joint weight and we had had to remain 
in the basket, but now the youngest matron 
of the party.announced that she had never 
been in a balloon and wanted to go up a 
little wavs. So Baldwin and 1 got out and 
stretched our legs while we held the rope 
and suffered the young woman to climb into 
the basket and ascend its length. 

At that time I thought it was the most 
cqurageous thing I had ever known a woman 
to voluntarily do. Here were a couple of 
arrant strangers butting in from the heav- 
ens in a frai! air craft in the middle of the 
night and here was this buoyant young 
matron vaulting over the edge of the basket 
and anxious to Wake a little skyward jour- 
ney all by herself. She asked no questions; 
had no suspicions. So we put her aloft a 
hundred feet or so and for ten minutes per- 
mitted her to enjoy the situgtion and the 
scene. 

After that we had to put up the whole 
family, one at a time. Even the venerable 
grandfather of the household had his turn, 
although he curled himself up in the bottom 
of the basket and declined to look over the 
sides. 

With the first rays of the morning sun the 
dews upon our great envelope evaporated 
and the gas within expanded and renewed 
its youth, By throwing away the last of 
our ballast we were able to make a fresh 
start and when we finally got away from 
the river and the hills we rose to an enor- 
mous height. We drifted sixty or eighty 
miles westward and in sight of Ottumwa, 
and then, on suddenly rising still higher, we 
struck a strong and steady current from the 
west and almost exactly reversed our 
course. We passed over the city of Burling- 
ton at a height estimated by Baldwin's 
primitive instruments at 24,000 feet. 

We learned the next day that dispatches 


now a gale of wind. 


were sent out from Burlington to the effect 
that a balloon had passed over their city at 
an enormous height and that telescopes had 
failed fo show any sign of life within. So 
the home folks efor several hours be- 
lieved we were lost. But at that moment 
I was leaning over the edge of the basket 
with chattering teeth trying to spit on the 
unsuspecting citizenry of Burlington! 3 
But, gee! How cold we were. 

I had a very light overcoat and Baldwin 
had none. When I moved my jaw it 
creaked like the opening of a bridge. The 
chattering of my teeth sounded to me like 
the explosions of heavy artillery. Blood 
oozed from my ears and nose and my 
breathing was in gasps. I was flying high, 
but with some trouble. 

Shortly after noon we began to drop and 
from then on it was a question how long 
we could stay in the air without ballast. 
Baldwin was anxious to hang on as long as 
he could. I wasn't so particular and was 
more concerned in finding a soft place to 
light. Baldwin hoped to reach Lake Mich- 
igan and perhaps cross it, but I was afraid 
We might stop in the middle and was not 
prepared for a forty-mile swim. In the mid- 
die of the afternoon we began to drop rap- 
idly. I threw away my overcoat and every- 
thing else we had in the basket. Finally 
Baldwin threw away the anchor and rope 
and we instantly bounded nearly a mile 
higher in the heavens. But it was only for 
a little while. Our gas was pretty well 
gone. Baldwin wanted to cut away the 
basket and cling to the ropes, but I wouldn’t 
stand for that and so it came to a question 
of alighting, without an anchor, in what was 
Ahead of us we saw 
quite a patch of timber, which is bad medi- 
cine for a balloon, and so when we touched 
a corn field on the edge of it Baldwin pulled 
the ripeord, which is a cord sewed in one 
of the seams of the balloon, reaching to the 
top. When this is suddenly torn out it is 
supposed to lay the silken envelope in half 
and let out all the gas at one fell swoop. 

But the ripcord worked for only a part 
of its length and a lot of husky and clamor- 
ous gas remained. The balloon would come 
to the ground with a dash and after knock- 
ing down half an acre or so of corn would 
bound a hundred feet or more into the air 
and be ready for another drop. Baldwin 
and I could hardly hang on and we dared 
not let go. Just before we died the balloon 
came up with a smash against a big barn | 
and as it did so my foot jammed through 
the heavy wicker forming the bottom of the 
basket. 

That was some jolt, believe me. I thought 
for a moment that the fillings of my back 
teeth had become jarred from their moor- 
ings and the editorial conscience misplaced. 
At the same moment several farmers who 
had seen our plight and were hastening to 
our ald reached us and with their help the 
good ship Mars was held in leash until all 
the gas had escaped 

Thus ended an eventful flight on a Sep- 
tember afternoon just twenty-five years ago 
today. 

When we got home we found we were as 
ones returned from the dead and had been 
making local history. We were in the air 
more than twenty hours and had been blown 
over about 400 miles of the scenery of three 
States, but had finally landed less than 200 
miles from home. 

But it was some adventure even to the 
erizzied hero of a thousand ascensions. 

I learned several things. When I went 
away I had a very raw and inflamed throat. 
| had been. under the doctor's care for sev- 
eral days with it and had had it seared and 
treated just before | left. After I had been 
four miles in the air and returned to earth 
again my throat was as well as ever. The 
inflammation could not even be seen. 

From a balloon very little green can be 
seen. The earth and most all that grows 
thereon looks gray or brown and the hizh- 
ways and fences of the Middle West make 
the world resemble a vast checkerboard. 

For my paper I penned a three-day serial 
of my Adventure that some folks said was 
a classic. 1 do not know. I have not seen 
it since. |! recall that at about a three-mile 
height I wrote a poem to the moon, which 
1 said with some truth was the loftiest 
poem ever penned. I do not recall it now 
but the argument was to the effect that 
Diana’s orb was not as blamed chaste as 
other poets have sung. The last lines were: 

“I who have seen thee-—-face to face— 

I know thy guilty heart.” 

Nut anyhow the moon certainly does look 
wonderful when there ts only ft and vou ia 
the heavens.

BOUT 500,000 persons of both sexes, 
of nearly all ages, of every kind of

fault-finding critic writes about “Bismarck, 
who developed more brain than the whole 
Hohenzollern dynasty, and to whom the 
present Kaiser is only an inferior under- 
study. Perhaps the Eagle is not aware that 
the Kaiser is deformed, and has been 
classed by competent medical authorities 
for many years as a paranoiac.” 

Now here the Fagle’s wrath is aroused 
mildly. He not only knows all that is al- 
leged about the Kaiser, but he knows, too, 
a good deal about Bismarck, and he knows 


He compared him. 


them in a way te reason logically and co- 


herently upon facts. He was not comparing 
the Kaiser with people of a previous gener- 
ation, nor with people of an after gener- 
tion. Bismarck was not in question at all. 
He was not a contemporary of the Kaiser, 
strictly speaking, But of his father and even 
of his grandfather. 


As to the Kaiser’s deformity, the Eagle 
is aware of it, and also of the reason for 
it.

Women are to be mere clothes- 
Wangers this year, mere figures for the dis- 
play of merchandise. Mannequins all—if 
they have the price. 
Coming hard upon the heels of the dress-

Clubs, this gorgeous voluptuousness is a 


little ironical. What has become of that 
polymurial gown, that single article that 
was to be conveniently convertible for all oc- 
casions and reduce the female wardrobe to 
two pegs and a drawer?

Pruning Back.

Forty Years of Progress. 
O OBSERVATION was taken of the 
passage of the fortieth anniversary of 
the driving of the spike which gave the two 
ends of California connection by rail. Fifty 
years ago there was but one bit of railroad in 
the State, fifty miles long, connecting San 
Francisco with San Jose. In the early °70’s | 
the Southern Pacific began to build south- 
ward in the San Joaquin Valley, and later 
began to build northward from Los Angeles. 
At Lang Station in the Soledad Canyon the 
two ends of the road met, the genius of Wil- 
liam Hood having made the loop in the Te- 
hachepi Mountains, and the Newhall tunnel 
having been bored. The first passenger train 
left the Oakland pier at 4 p.m., September 5, 
1876, and arrived in Los Angeles at 2:30 
p.m. the next day. The Owl covers the same 
route in a little more than fourteen hours.

more than $80,000,000 worth of gold has 
been taken, and where they are now wash- 
ing out $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 a year.

Many of the log cabins have conser 
vatories or hothouses, and some have pretty 
lawns of green grass with beds of beautiful 
flowers. All have gardens and nearly every 
one has its patch of potatoes and turnips. 
Hedges of sweet peas, the vines of which 
grow to the height of a man, may wall one 
side of a garden, and great beds of poppies 
line the walks through the center. Nearly 
every home has its pansy bed, and many 
have geraniums, nasturtiums and other bril- 
liant-hued flowers. I have never seen any- 
where flowers so large, so fresh and of such 
a velvety texture; and I may add that I 
have never visited any town where the people 
seemed to love flowers so much and where 
they have so many for themselves and their 
friends. - 


Rapid Growth. | 


The only places that compare with Fair 
banks as to its luxuriant vegetation in sum- 
mer are the towns of Southeastefn Alaska 
and the Puget Sound region. The short, hot 
summers give Dame Nature seven-league 
boots, and you can almost see the grass 
grow. The arctic poppy is of great size, and 
the pansies are twice as big around as sil 
ver dollars. Our pansies have stems three 
or four inches long. The pansies of Alaska 
grow to a height of eight inches, and in such 
profusion that wide sheets of many colors 
may line a walk from the gate to the front 
door. Some of the Fairbanks homes have 
lawns of thick sud shaved like that of the 
White House grounds in summertime. Blue 
grass grows in the streets, and white clover 
is found in many places. All over the coun- 
try there is a red-top of the height of your 
waist, and there are other native grasses, 
the names of which I do not know. Along 
the roads to the mining camps, where hay 
has been hauled, timothy seed has fallen and 
sprouted. It seems to grow well. 

Most of the people of this cold part of 
the world are hothouse gardeners, and there 
is a strife between families as to which 
shall have the best and earliest of vege 
tables. I called upon a lady last night 
who showed me one of her hothouse toma- 
toes, weighing three pounds, and a caull- 
flower from her garden whose head was 28 
big around as the largest dinner plate. She 
had lettuce as fine as any raised in the 
South, and rows of peas six feet in height, 
with pods as big around as a man’s thumb. 
This woman has the earliest potatoes in 
Fairbanks. She told me how she raised 
them. Said she: 


Methods of Pianting Potatoes. 


“I start my potatoes in the kitchen a week 
or so before the frost goes out of the 
ground. I take a store box and put a layer 
of earth on the bottom, then a layer of pota- 
toes cut as for planting, and over that an- 
other layer of earth to the depth of three 
inches. Then comes another layer of pota- 
toes and another of earth and so on until 
the box is full. The potatoes sprout and 
grow roots. At the time for pjanting I sepa- 
rate them carefully and put them out in the 
garden. The vines keep green all summer 
long, and the frost comes before they are 
dead. Our peas keep bearing until the first 
frost, and our sweet peas bloom until then. 
Rhubarb and horseradish only live through- 
out the winter.” 

Leaving the garden, I went to the chicken 
yard. As we looked at the fowls the woman 
said: “I expect to freeze seventy chickens 
for the winter, and I shall have twenty or 
thirty to put out to board. They will cost 
me a dollar apiece from October until spring. 
The seventy I keep will be killed. scalded 
and picked. I will then lay them outside, 
and within a night they will freeze as hard 
as stone and keep until April. As a result, 
I shall have fresh chicken on tap, at any 
time in the winter. They are not bad, I as 
sure you.”

Concerning the Sea. 


ITS DEPTHS FILLED WITH MARVELS 
AND MYSTERIES. 
BY A SPECIAL CONTRIBUTOR. 

Not only is the sea the reservoir into 
which all rivers run, but it is the cistern 
that finally catches all the rain that falls, 
not merely upon its own surface, but upon 
the surface of the land and upon the roofs 
of our houses. It has been calculated that 
each year a layer of the entire sea fourteen 
feet thick is taken up into the clouds. This 
vapor is fresh, and, if all the water could 
b> removed in the same way, none of it 
being returned, there would, it is figured, 
be left a layer of pure salt 230 feet high 
on the bed of the Atlantic. These figures 
are based upon the assumption that three 
feet of water contain an inch of salt, and 
that the average depth of the ocean is three 
miles. 

At a depth of about 3500 feet the tem- 
perature ig uniform, varying but little be- 
tween the poles and the equator. The 
colder water is below. In many deep bays 
the water begins to freeze at the bottom 
before it does at the surface. 

At that depth waves are not felt. The 
force of waves is in proportion to their 
height. It is said that the sea strikes 
upon certain rocks with the force of seven- 
teen tong for each square yard. The aver- 
age man who has never seen the ocean 
has no real idea of the force of its waves. 
He reads about the storm? of boats being 
But 
he does not realize the steam-hammer 
blows that may be struck by mere water. 

A recent storm on the British coast re- 
ceived the official designation of a storm of 
“extreme force.” A picture taken in Hast- 
ings Harbor shows the concussion with 
which the waves struck the seawall, send- 
ing the spray apparently higher than the 
buildings along the street. Blocks of con- 
crete and iron railings were torn from the 


parade extension at Caroline Place and 


tossed back into the roadway as if they 
had been bits of plank. Timber work that 
had withstood the stress of years was torn 
apart and carried away. Basements were 
flooded along all the seaward face of the 
town. 


Such a storm, when it sweeps over a 
ship, will sometimes carry away almost 
everything on deck. Deckhouses are often 
smashed and the lifeboats are often stove 
in and ruined. | 

Various attempts have been made to de- 
vise motors to develop power from the 
force of the waves. The amount of energy 
wasted through their lack of success is be- 
yond estimate. If the power of the sea 
could be used it would drive the machinery 
of a limitless number of plants. 

The pressure of water increases with the 
depth. One mile down this pressure is 
reckoned at more than a ton to the square 
inch—in other words, more than 133 times 
the pressure of the atmosphere. The depth 
of the sea presents some interesting con- 
siderations. If, it is claimed by one authori- 
ty, the Atlantic Ocean were lowered 6564 
feet, it would be reduced to half its present 
width. If it were lowered a little more 
than three miles, the result would be dry 
land all the way between Newfoundland and 
Ireland. If the Mediterranean were lowered 
660 feet, Africa would be joined to Italy 
and three separate seas would remain. 

It is calculated that in the depths of the 
sea, under 6000 meters of water, there is a 
stratum of powder so infinitely fine that, 
taken in the fingers, it would penetrate the 
pores of the skin, this powder being made 
up of the remains of shells and the skele- 
tons of little animals and plants. Each 
cubic centimeter of slime (or mud) that 
covers the bottom of the ocean contains 
the remains of ten thousand millions of 
organisms, each one of which is structurally 
as individual as the human body. 

At a depth of only 200 fathoms the light 
of the unclouded sun penetrating the ocean 
ig reduced, it is said, to equality with the 
starlight of a clear night on the surface. 
At more profound depths the sunlight is 
nearly extinguished. Yet there are both 
light and color at the bottom of the sea. 
The light ts of phosphorescent’ origin, and 
it may be remarked that in general the 
fixed forms of life are not behind their free 
swimming allies in light-emitting powers. 
Muminations are produced by the move- 
ments of abyssal fishes through the forests 
of phosphorescent sea-pens, fan-corals, red 
corals and other alcyonaria. The colors of 
deepsea animals are both brilliant and 
varied. 

The quantity of light emitted by euch 


creatures ig so great as to supply over 


definite areas of the sea bottom a sufficient 


illumination to render visible the colors 
of the animals themselves. Some cepha- 
lopods are furnished with apparatus which 


reflects the light from their phosphorescent | 


bodies upon the sea bottom over which they 
float. This reflecting apparatus has been de- 
scribed as “an efficient bullseye lantern, 


for use in hunting through the abyssal dark- | 


ness.” 


Poets have sung from time to time of 


the “deep, blue sea,” but the sea is not al- 
ways blue. There are any number of col 
ors to be observed in the oceans and many 
interesting facts have been gathered with 
respect to them. 

The Mediterranean and Caribbean Seas 
present the true blue color. The extraordi- 
nary blueness of the first named has been 
assigned to two causes. One is that very 
few large rivers of fresh water enter it; 
the other Is that the Mediterranean, prac- 
tically landlocked and exposed to powerful 
sunlight, has the greatest evaporation of all 
the seas. By actual test it has been as- 
certained that the Mediterranean water is 
heavier and saltier than the water of the 
Atlantic Ocean, which is an important cir- 
cumstance in the consideration of the cause 
of its color. 

Aside from blue and green, other colors 
are to be seen in the world’s seas and 
oceans. In January, 1909, a river of yellow 
water, three miles wide and of enormous 
length, was observed running parallel with 
the Gulf Stream. It stretched from Cape 


Florida to Cape Hatteras and was undoubt- 


edly caused by some submarine upheaval, 
probably of a volcanic nature. It endured 
for some weeks. 


In 1901, off the California coast, the sea 


turned almost black. The whole of Santa 
Crus Bay assumed this extraordinary inky 
hue and fishing came to an end. In this 
case no definite reason was ascertained for 
the phenomenon. 
The dull, reddish tint that is seen in the 
Red Sea, and which has given that body of 
water its name, is said to be due to the 
presence of millions of microscopic algae. 
Yellow Sea of China is supposed to 


owe its color to the floods of muddy water | 


that the great rivers pour into it, but many 
authorities are of opinion that the color is 
to be ascribed to the living organisms that 
flourish in this water. 

Generally speaking, the blueness of the 
sea water is in constant ratio to its salti- 
ness. In the tropics the evaporation in- 
duced by the blazing sun causes the water 
to be much more salt than it is in the more 
northern latitudes. For about thirty de- 


grees both north and south of the equator — 


the waters are of an exquisite azure. Be 
yond these latitudes the blue fades and the 
color becomes green. In the Arctic and 
Antarctic Oceans the greens are almost as 
vivid as the blues in the tropics. |

COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 
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THE SCHOOL THAT TRAINS OUR 


HE life of the cadet at West Point is 
a curious mixture of work and play— 


mostly work, but the amusements are 
therefore all the more enjoyed. 
. The school year ends during the second 
week in June, generally about the twelfth. 
On that day the first classmen graduate— 
they who have spent four years at the 
academy. That is entrance day for the new 
fourth class, or “plebes,” as they are called 
by the cadets, who do not use the college 
terms of freshmen, sophomores, juniors and 
senors. 

Immediately after graduation the corps of 
cadets goes into camp for the summer, and 
all studies are stopped. During camp the 
treatment of plebes is not unlike that of 
freshmen after entering other colleges. But 
the hazing is harmless nowadays. It is, in 
deed, forbidden, but ft is not possible to 
eliminate it entirely. 

As soon as the new class arrives, the 
upper classmen find out its musicians. Any 
plebe who has a good voice or can play any 
musical instrument is in high favor. 

A glee club is at once formed, and it is 
generally understood that its members shall 
be exempt from hazing, since, by contrib- 
uting to the amusement of others during 
camp, they are considered as sufficiently 
hazed. 

The fagging system, so common in English 
schools, is prevalent during the summer en- 
campment. Most of the ppper classmen se- 
lect their “special duty men” and request 
them to act as such. It must be admitted 
that such a “request” is much Ie a com- 
mand. 

Every cadet, since no servants are al- 
lowed, is required to keep his tent and the 
company street in front of it in perfect or- 
der. The water for his ablutions has to be 
carried from a hydrant. This is the work ex- 
pected of a “special duty man.” As a rule, 
the plebes do not object, but philosophically 
remark that they would rather do double 
duty during this camp in order to be served 
by a “special duty man” themselves during 
future camps. 

A “special duty man” gains something by 
his labors. In the upper classman he has a 
protector who will not allow any one else to 
use his man or impose upon him. When the 
upper classman graduates he gives his 
“special duty man” bis outfit of white un!- 
form, a most acceptable gift. 

Cadets, during the summer months, wear 
white duck trousers. They are easily soiled, 
and many changes are necessary. A cadet 
never waits for a pair of trousers to become 
soiled, but as soon as the crease down the 
front is broken he changes them for a fresh 
pair. A cadet often wears eight or ten 
pairs during the day, and upper classmen 
often own one hundred pairs. 

When a plebe enters, he is allowed to 
draw from the commissary only eight pairs, 
so his legacy of white uniform from the 
graduate is highly prized. 

Among the various forms of hazing are 
those of putting the plebes through their 
drills; dressing up a broomstick, introducing 
it to a plebe as a pretty girl, and directing 
him to make love to it, and other equally 
ridiculous things. One of the things that the 
upper classmen enjoy most is the first guard 
tour of the plebes, whom they try to scare 
by dressing up as ghosts and coming on 
their posts. The hazing only lasts through 
camp, which ends on the last day of August. 

As camp draws to a close the cadets give 
a “color line entertainment,” so-called be- 
cause the performance is given on an open- 
air stage erected on the line where the 
colors are daily placed and guarded. The 
glee club takes a prominent part in this en- 
tertainment. Camp is illuminated the next 
evening and thrown open to visitors. It is 
the only time visitors are allowed in camp, 
except when special permission is given to a 
cadet to take a few friends through camp 
during the absence of the corps at meals or 
drill. 

“Plebe camp” is not very pleasant Be 
sides the hazing, there are many drills and 
few amusements. Plebes are

Baseball, football, tennis, rowing and 
swimming constitute the sports of “Plebe 
Camp,” unless there be taken into account 
the beautiful walks around West Point. 

With the beginning of studies, the liberty 
for recreation is much cut down. About the 
only time available for games is an hour 
after breakfast—almost invariably utilized 
for study; twenty minutes after dinner, half 
an hour after supper, and Saturday after- 
noons. The time is alike for all cadets. 

On Saturday evenings they are not re 
quired to study, but are allowed to visit in 
barracks, go to the gymnasium and reading- 
rooms, or’ visit at officers’ quarters if 
specially invited. The gymnasium is sup 
plied with the best of apparatus, bowling 
alleys, and a swimming tank fined with por- 
celain-faced brick and heated by steam. To 
prevent the monopolizing of the alleys and 
tank by the upper classmen, certain times 
are specified when each class may use them. 

During the fall and spring there is great 
competition for places on the football and 
baseball teams. This competition is open 
to all, and many plebes succeed in getting 
places. 

In the early part of November the drills 
are suspended until the middle of March, 
and the time taken up for the afternoon 
drill, from 4 to 5:30 o’clock, is added to the 
recreation time. Then the gymnasium be 


comes the greatest source of amusement to 


the cadets. 

Between these hours some of the bands- 
men play dance music in one of the large 
rooms of the gymnasium, which is usually 
well filled with cadets who, since no girls or 
women are allowed in there, are obliged to 
dance with one another. Thus the cadets 
have a chance to perfect themselves in danc- 
ing, and consequently they have collectively 
a well-deserved reputation bed being excel- 
lent dancers. 

Winter brings such sports as coasting and 
skating, excellent Opportunities for which 
are afforded by the Hudson River and the 
ponds and hills around West Point. 

It is impossible that hundreds of young 
men should be thrown together intimately 
without disputes and quarrels, which occa- 
sionally end with fights. Sometimes the 


fights are between members of the same 


class, but more often between members of 
different classes. In these combats the 
cadets’ idea of honor is seen. 

The lower classman has the same “show” 
as an upper classman. If the disputants are 
not evenly matched the fight is made a class 
affair, one of the principals being voluntarily 
replaced by a classmate of the same size and 
weight as his opponent. An umpire is 
chosen from another class and the fight 18 
as fair as it can possibly be made. Because 
of these preparations and precautions in the 
interest of fairness, outsiders are prone er- 
roneously to refer to them as “prize fights.” 
It is needless to say that fights are strictly 
forbidden and severely punished, and, as a 
matter of fact, they are comparatively infre 
quent. 

June brings a great change to the plebes. 
Just before the first class graduates, a large 
ball, known as the “graduating ball” is 
given. This is the first dance to which the 
plebes are, by cadet custom, permitted to at- 

tend.

Notable Color es. 

It is with surprise that visitors to the 
Yellowstone National Park. who return 
after an absence of a year or more, find 
that many changes have occurred in the 
arpearance of the colored terraces ai the 
Mammoth Hot Springs. Indeed, such al- 
terations occur sometimes in the period of 
a few weeks. 

The terraces consist of a series of basins, 
each set being a few feet lower than its 
predecessor, and the hot water from the 
springs at the top of the terraces flows 
from basin to basin, depositing its chalky 
sediment at the rims, thus slowly building 
them up. 

Wherever the flow of water continues 
constant for a considerable time the fluted 
edges and sides of the basins become 
beautifully colored. 

The variegated hues are mainly due to 
vegetable matter, and so, if the flow of 
bright colors rapidly 
fade, leaving the terraces milk-white. In a 
little while the edges and walls of the dry 
basins begin to crumble, and the most 
beautiful forms disappear in white dust 
and chalk-like fragments. , 

One of the favorite terraces at the hot 
springs, called the Minerva Terrace, ex- 
hibits these changes in a marked degree, 
because of its conspicuous position. 

Sometimes, owing to a fallure of the flow 
of water, the Minerva Terrace parts with 
its splendid colors, and resembles a set of 
fluted basins carved out of snow-white 
marble. But when the water begins to run 
freely again the colors return with all their 
former vividness and beauty. :

The Story of Jade. 


“LIQUID ESSENCE OF THE RAINBOW" 


FOUND IN CHINESE TURKESTAN, 
A SPECIAL CONTRIBUTOR. 

Most poetic is the Chinese conception of 
jade the liquid essence of the rainbow.” 
Jade is deemed a precious stone partly by 
reason of its scarcity and partly on account 
of the tremendous difficulty in working it 
Many pieces of intricate carving represent 
the work of years over the lapidary’s wheel. 

The crude stone is derived from Chinese 
Turkestan, that little-known region ad join- 
ing mysterious Tibet. Sometimes the deal- 
ers in the rough stone must make journeys 
covering a period of from three to four 


‘months to arrive at the quarries; and the 


labor of taking out the jade blocks is pe- 
culiarly onerous. The jade is as hard as 
quartz, and the only way it can be made 
to yield to the lapidary's tools is by the 
use of powdered stone of a superior hard- 
ness. Ruby dust is sprinkled on the drill 
for the more delicate work of carving and 
a diamond-pointed drill must gouge out the 


stone from the interstices of the more in 


tricate patterns. The foot-tread is the only 
motive power and a steady hand and tire 
less eye are the guarantees of perfect 
work. . 

Most Occidentals are of the impression 
that jade is invariably green, but this idea 
is erroneous. Green jade is the commonest 
form, the one most readily procured by 
visitors and strangers in China. As a mat 
ter of fact, jade exists in every color of the 
spectrum; deep red, amethyst, pure white, 
amber-colored and jet black. The most 
highly prized is the pure white, a wonderful 
semi-translucent, glowing white. The yel- 
low jade is peculiarly the royal color. Most 
of the red jade now procurable is red only 
by accident. Jade ornaments that have 
have lain for centuries in tombs as votive 
offerings to the spirits of the dead acquire 
a blood color by slow oxidation and these 
relics of the tomb are almost priceless in 


China. 


A peculiar standard of excellence has 
been set in the jade-cutter’s art his curves 


must all give the effect of fat just losing 


fts shape at the melting point. No sharp 
angles or clear bas-reliefs are permissibe. 
The peculiar luster of the jade itself lends 
itself best to this indefiniteness of outline. 
The Chinese art-lover is wont to fondle and 
earess his jade ornaments; he feels a cer 
tain joy in moving his fingers softiy over 
the modulated outlines of the carvings. 
The tinkle of jade is sweet to the ears 
of the Chinese. Emperors and sages have 
set it down in their writings that there 18 
no music like that of the jade when struck. 
It is crystal pure. Furthermore, one who 
wears a jade ornament that will give out its 
tinkling as he walks takes joy in the sense 
of distinction which the noise emphasizes. 
Jade has been eulogized by philosophers 
and sung by poets because of the perfec 
tion of human virtues which it typifies. 


By its hardness it represents inflexibility. 


of virtue; its durability is emblematical of 
immortality; its luster, acquired only after 
diligent polishing, indicates the perfection 
of human wisdom which comes with labor 
ious study. 

There is not a line in the carved jade 
that does not have its significance. The 


stone is made a vehicle for the expression 


of thougbt no less dignified than the rigid 
form of the classical verse. Every conven 
tionalized plant or animal appearing unm 
der the lapidary’s tool is a metaphor in 
stone. Some of the symbols in the carvings 
spring from the very sources of Chinese 
literature. These are the swastika, that unt 
versal emblem of good luck; the phoenix 
bird, the bat, and the bursting pomegranate, 
Each preserves in the imperishable tracery 
of the jade some’ message of wisdom or 
some fancy of poetry.

ETWEEN the Pacific Coast and Im- 

perial Valley in San Diego county, lies 

a short range of mountains known as 

the Lagunas, which offer to the lover of 

nature one of the most beautiful scenic 

gems that Southern California boasts in all 
her wondrous collection.

Breeders’ Association in The Times As- 

sembly Rooms on the evening of Sep- 
tember 20, was not duly a timely contribu- 
tion to the literature on poultry diseases but 
a practical effort which no breeder could af- 
ford to neglect. In his opening address Dr. 
J. R. Beach laid particular stress on the im- 
portance of preventive measures rather than 
cures and remedies. Especially was this 
true of chicken pox, the presence of which 
demands the isolation of all diseased fowls 
from the flock and the removal and burning 
of all dead fowls; the cleaning and disin- 
fecting of the houses and yards. The re- 
sistance of chicken-pox virus to the action of 
disinfectants makes it imperative to disin- 
fect the houses and yards thoroughly; the 
quarantining for two weeks of all the new 
stock and of birds returned from poultry 
exhibits; the careful examination of each 
fowl occasionally, if the disease is present 
in the neighborhood. 


As a remedy Dr. Beach recommended the 
vaccine cure, which is administered by a 
hypodermic syringe, beneath the skin of the 
breast, on the left side—an area compara- 
tively free from feathers—after the surface 
has been saturated with a disinfecting solu- 
tion. Care must be exercised in injecting 
the vaccine to not get in too deeply, or it 
may enter the breast muscles. One man can 
treat 100 to 200 birds per hour. In reply to 
a question the speaker said the vaccine can 
be obtained of the University Experiment 
Station at Berkeley at a cost of 1% cents 
per dose.

New Zealand from Petaluma has created a 
Chinese egg problem at the Antipodes. Ow- 
ing to war conditions eges have been com- 
manding high prices in the Australian col- 
onies, which has led to profitable trans-Pa- 
cific shipments. It is evident that California 
exporters are determined to profit by tak- 
ing advantage of the high prices ruling in 
the New Zealand market. No one can blame 
them for that: it is a legitimate method of 
commercial advancement. Last year législa- 
tion in New Zealand was enacted to compel 
the stamping of eggs as imported, but this 
has been evaded by the ordering of stock 
previous to the gazetting of the law. In any 
case New Zealand poultrymen cannot look to 
this as a-preventive for importation of eggs. 
The most they can expect from it is the 
prevention of the eggs being sold as New 
Zealand “new laids.” This acain illustratcs 
the importance that the Petaluma pou!try 
industry has attained. For years ber 
breeders have sent large quantities of eggs 
to Alaska, the Hawaiian Islands, and 
throughout the mining regions of the Pacific 
Coast. To invade the far-off market of Aus- 
tralia is certainly “going some.” The per- 
manency of the business is of course 
problematical, but under the present war dis- 
turbed conditions of the British Empire it 
may continue for sometime.

Super men ars seldom popular. This is ex-

“Reasons are obvious enough,” Bays 
the Medical Standard. “The popular man 
stands on your own level, or not more than 
a hair's breadth higher; he shows us the 
truth which we can see without shifting our 
present intellectual position.

The original man, on the other 
hand, stands above us; he wishes to wrench 
us from our fixtures, and to elevate us to a. 
higher and clearer level, But to quit our 
old fixtures, especially if we have sat in 
them with comfort for a long time, is no 
cuch easy business; accordingly we demur, 
we resist, we even give battle, and while we 
may suspect that he is above us, we try to 
persuade ourselves (laziness and vanity 
earnestly assenting) that he is below us.

Easy Remedy for Constipation. 


The American Journal of Nursing makes 
the following sugzestions for correcting con- 
stination by diet: “Bran biscuits made ac- 
eording to the following directions and 
eaten with meals until the desired action of 
the Intestines is obtained will assist in the 
treatment of and in many cases entirely cor- 
rect constipation: Bran 344 ounces, agar 
‘Japanese gelatin, obtainable at any drug 
store,) 90 grains or ½ ounce, eggs two, salt 
to taste. Put the agar into a small dish, 
cover with a cup of water and boil until dis- 
solved; while this is still boiling hot, the 
warmed bran is stirred into it to make a 
thick batter Peat the eggs until very light 
and add to the batter together with a ittle 
sucar and the salt. Chocolate flavoring man 
be added if desired, and the mixture is then 
poured into gem pans and baked.” 

Both the bran and the agar in this bis- 
cult act as laxatives, but in a somewhat 
different manner. The bran, on account of 
its coarseness, stimulates the intestines to 
active peristaltic movements. The agar, on 
the other hand, produces the same ultimate 
effect, but does this by increasing its own 
bulk by absorption of liquids after entering 
the alimentary canal. 
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Rural Remedy for Whooping Cough.

The British Medical Journal recently de- 
scribed a method of using garlic for treat- 
ing whooping cough which is said to be pop- 
ular in the rural districts of Great Britain, 
and in some parts of Canada. The method 
of using the garlic as follows: 

“It consists of peeling the cloves of garlic, 
as the segments of the bulb are called, cut- 
tine them into thin slices, and wearing 
them under the soles of the feet between 
two pairs-of socks, for if placed next the 
skin the pressure produced by walking is 
apt to cause irritation. The garlic can 
usually be smelt in the breath within half 
en hour after the slices have begun to be 
worn, and the whoop and spasm usually dis- 
appear within forty-eight hours. The garlic 
should be worn for a week or ten days or 
‘onger, according to the severity of the case. 
among the French Canadian habitants, we 
know that onions are used in exactly the 
same way. Garlic may also be administered 
by eating it as a form of bread sauce, made

boiling them in milk, and mixing them with

Medical Women. 


It is an interesting bit In the history of 
world progress that the United States was 
the first country, and Germany the last, to 
admit women to medical degrees. The 
United States made the practice of medicine 
legal for women in 1859. Switzerland fol- 
lowed in 1864, France in 1867, Sweden in 
1870, Holland in 1873, England in 1877, Den- 
mark in 1875, Italy in 1876, St. Petersburg in 
1878, Finland in 1879, Scotland in 1886, Bel- 
gium in 1890, then Portugal, Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania, Greece and Mexico, then Austria in 
1897, and finally-Germany in 1990. 

It is interesting to note that the three 
leaders in this last are republics, with the 
autocratic governments trailing far behind. 
Yet these same autocratic governments per- 
mit women to hold the place of supreme 
ruler, while this privilege is specifically 
denied in our own country and the two other 
republics.

NHealthfulness of Crying. 


The beneficial effect of “giving vent to the 
feelings” in tears, is unquestioned; but in 
such cases the effect is almost whloly a men- 
tal one. In children, crying serves a useful 
physical purpose, which is summarized 
the Hospital as follows: : 

“In children a great change takes place 
‘during crying in the manner in which res- 
piration is carried on. Expirations are pro- 
longed sometimes for as much as half a 
minute, and are interrupted by short inspira- 
tions. During expiration, the glottis is con- 
tracted so that pulmonary pressure rises 
considerably, and there can be no doubt that 
it is the equal distribution of this increased 
pressure throughout the whole of the chest 
leading to dilation of portions of the lungs 
that have become more or less collapsed, 
that is the explanation of the great benefit 
which often results from crying, in cases of 
infantile bronchitis, and of the large dis- 


charge of bronchial mucus which so often 


follow. 

“Children may become very blue during 
the paroxysm, but the deep respirations, 
which succeed quickly, restore the circula- 
tion to a better condition than before in con- 
sequence of the large lung space available. 
It might be added, in cases of empyema, too, 
when pus has collected, that if a child when 
being operated un cries, it is a great help 
toward getting rid of the purulent matter.” 


Mental Hygiene Hints. 


The influence of the mind over the 
physical condition of the body, and the help- 
ful effects of mental optimism, was formerly 
the theme of philosophers rather than 
physicians, but this is no longer so, and it 
is the opinion of physicians everywhere that 
mental diversion is quite as essential to ro- 
bust health as physical rest, diversion and 
exercise. 

Dr. Benjamin P. Croft, writing on this sub- 
ject recently, points out that the conditions 
of modern life are doing away with a very 
important element in mental hygiene, 
namely, the old-fashioned friendships and 
neighborly intercourse. These friendships 
were both stimulating and stabilizing and 
tended to keep the mental balance wheel 
from going off on the peculiar type of 
tangents which are of such frequent occur- 
rence today. Above all, Dr. Croft em- 
phasizes the importance of attaining and 
keeping an attitude of mental optimism. 
Such an attitude acts as a helpful lubricant 
to the body machinery. It should be cult! 
vated in early life: but, as Dr. Croft points 
‘out, it is never too late to begin.

ABOUT PICTURES. 
Hang on Eye Line. 


[New York Evening Telegram:] Don't 
make the common mistake of hanging pic- 
tures above the line of sight so as to make it 
necessary to strain the eyes in looking up at 
them. Pictures should not, as a rule, be 
hung more than five and one-half or five and 
three-quarters feet from the floor, or, in 
other words, on a direct line with the eyes 
of the average sized person. Of course, 
every picture in the room cannot be hung 
just so many inches from the floor. This 
would be monotonous, and to escape this 
the line must be broken by hanging some a 
bit higher, others a trifle lower. Remember 
that in looking at a picture the eye falls not 
at the exact center, but at a point at about 
intermediate between the center and the 
top of the picture, or at about one-third of 
its depth from the top. Hence if a picture is 
hung so that the line of sight of a person of 
average height when standing falls at this 
point, it is displayed to the best advantage. 

Do not hang a picture in a direct light, as 
exactly opposite a sunny window. When 
possible a picture should be located with ref- 
erence to windows and other openings so 
that it will be lighted as the artist intended 
chat is, the shadows in the picture should 
appear to be cast by the * that falls 
it.

Before putting up a picture on your wall 
be sure that it has some meaning and some 


beauty. Also it should be appropriate to the.

not so remote from actuality, in at 
least one respect, as we are apt to 
think. If we substitute for cockle 
shells the name of that other and more notable bivalve, 
the oyster, we won't be far from the mark. For, now- 
adays, oysters are grown in gardens. Their culture has 
become a science; their life history, from the time the 
seed is sown to the date of their appearance on the 
table, is a fascinating romance. 


The popular idea of the source of oysters is that they 


grow wild in creeks, estuaries, etc., and that men go 
out in little boats and catch them, a bushel or two at a 
time, somewhat as clams are caught. As a matter of 
fact, not one bushel in one thousand of mature oysters 
ready for market, is found growing naturally. This ap- 


plies to the product of the waters of Massachusetts, 


Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
and ina lesser degree, to those of Delaware, Maryland 
and Virginia. | 

Oyster farming is now a productive industry that 
may well be compared to grain farming on the enor- 
mous grain fields of the West, where tens of thousands 
of acres are sown and harvested under one manage- 
ment. The growing of oysters, however, is a far more 
complicated, expensive, and hazardous enterprise than 
is the growing of grain. ; 

A large oyster farm comprises many thousand acres 


_of land from fifteen to seventy-five feet below the sur- 


face in great bodies of salt water, such as Narragansett, 
Peconic, Gardiners, Great South, Delaware and Chesa- 
peake Bays. Often, these farms are situated several 


miles from shore, so that a strong field glass is required 


in order to identify objects on the distant land, that 


serve for ranges in locating the boundaries of the 


oyster farms. | 


HE small boats used in the catching of wild oysters 


would be absolutely useless in the propagation, 
planting or harvesting of the crops on these great deep- 
sea farms. The grounds are, in some instances, several 
miles in extent, and steamers and gasoline boats are 
employed in their exploitation. Some of the larger 
steamers are more than a hundred and fifty feet in 
length, and thirty feet wide. They average 8,000 
bushels of oysters per day, in water thirty to sixty feet 
deep, or, in other words, as deep as a six-story building 
is high. 3 

Between catching the few wild oysters that grew 
naturally, in the way that clams and escallops are now 
caught, and a great productive industry, there is as 
complete a revolution as that from the village smithy 
of former days, where articles of iron work for use in 
the farmhouse or the field were made, to the modern 
hardware factory, employing thousands of skilled 
operatives, and using steam or electric power for every 
operation where it is practicable to apply it. 

As an illustration, one of the large steamers above 
described, goes out in the morning at seven o’clock, 
and by four or five in the afternoon has caught several 
thousand bushels of seed oysters from the grounds 
where they have been artificially propagated. At five 
o’clock it departs for the maturing grounds a hundred 
and twenty miles away, where the oysters are to be 
grown and fattened. 

The steamer reaches these distant grounds at six or 
seven o’clock the next morning. The oysters are gath- 
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ered in by steam power; but they are shoveled back by 
a crew of fifteen toeighteen men. There is a double set 
of officers, engineers, and firemen, so that those who 
have managed the vessel during the day, sleep during 
the night, and vice versa. The steamer has comfortable 
living quarters for twenty-five officers and men. She 
cruises over the ground, while the deck hands dis- 
3 the oysters as evenly as possible over hundreds 
of acres. 


[ae maturing grounds are situated in the great 
open bays often a hundred miles or more from the 
places where the baby oysters are propagated, and far 
from the sources of contamination that may have 
existed contiguous to the creeks, rivers, and estuaries 
that formerly yielded their scanty crops of wild oysters. 

These great oyster farms, comprising trom 5,000 to 
25,000 or more acres under one management, are often 
situated: miles from land, where the bottom is con- 
stantly swept by deep, clean currents of salt water. 
The use of the open waters in the great bays and sounds 
has also been increased by the fact, that the oyster 
grounds in the vicinity of cities and in rivers, creeks, 
and harbors, have been largely abandoned, and those 


that are in the neighborhood of such localities are now 


inspected by competent bacteriological experts em- 
ployed by state authority. 

They analyze the meat of the oysters, the liquor in 
the shell, and the water where they grow; and the 
marketing of oysters from a place that does not pass 
the standards established for purity, is forbidden. 
Then, too, the shipping firms have installed refrigera- 
ting plants and sterilizing plants, and are using many 
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improved kinds of packages to insure the delivery 
oysters in perfect condition, throughout all parts
